Clerk Nabs 2 Men 
For Theft Despite 
System Of Signals 
A store clerk told M u n i c i p a l 
Judge George L. Brokaw today 
how he nabbed a pair of shoplift­ 
ers Friday, despite a system in 
which one called the ‘‘all clear” 
signal while another lifted th e 
goods. 
On the testimony of Eugene Ren­ 
ner of Newell, Judge Brokaw con 
victed Midge Livesley and Forrest 
Lingenfelter, both East Liverpool 
men with no permanent address, 
of theft of three pairs of women’s 
hose worth $2.50 from the J. C. 
Penney Co. store on E. 5th St. 
He ordered both jailed in lieu of 
fines of $50 and costs.

Spring Storm 
Brings Gild, 
Drifting Snow 


Nation Has 36 Dead; 
Heavy Damage To 
Crops From Blizzard 


The Ohio Valley had sub-freez­ 
ing temperatures and a biting 
wind that drifted snow Sunday as 
part of the Eastern states bliz­ 
zard that took 36 lives and caused 
crop destruction estimated at $50 
million in the Southern section. 
Temperatures tumbled to ll in 
rural Columbiana County and to 
20 at Dam 8 at Newell during 
the weekend as snow squalls and 
heavy winds brought a wintry 
touch to week-old spring. 
L. H. Copeland, who recorded 
the chilly ll degrees yesterday 
morning and 15 this morning, said 
this is not unsual for March as 
his weather station books going 
back more than 60 years show 
zero IO times in March of various 
years and a 10-below another 
time. 
The snow Saturday night meas­ 
ured up to an inch generally but 
the high winds drifted it in many 
sections and state and C o u n t y 
road crews were called out to cin­ 
der curves and hills. 
The blizzard spearhead of the 
weekend 
storm 
dumped heavy 
falls of snow on upstate New York 
yesterday— 15 inches at Syracuse 
— and paralyzed transportation. 
The thruway was closed for a 
240-mile stretch. 
Winds up to 55 miles and hour 
whipped into drifts as deep as 12 
feet and cut visibility to zero. 
Its long sweep through the Unit­ 
ed States had taken none of the 
sting out of its driving finish. 
The snowstorm was called On­ 
tario and Quebec’s worst of the 
year, as 60-mile winds piled 13 
inches of new snow into 12-foot 
drifts. 
Most highways in those provinces 
were blocked. Motorists had to 
abandon their stalled cars. Storm- 
caused accidents took five lives. 
But the greatest disaster was in 
Southern and South Central United 
States, where a spell of spring 
had brought out the fruit blos­ 
soms before the storm swooped in 
from the northwest. 
The hard freeze virtually wipec 
(Hit the peach crop in eight states 
— Illinois, Georgia, the Carolinas, 
Mississippi, Louisiana, Alabama 
and Virginia. 
It left Illinois with prospects of 
only one fourth of its apple crop. 
Potatoes, strawberries, tung nuts 
and vegetables were among the

‘Didn’t Know It Was John’ 
Wife Bares Hubby’s Death 
On Her Lap In Air Disaster 


SEATTLE MV-The dry, choked 
voice of Mrs. Emma Peterson 
sounded shocked and far away as 
she told of the crash landing Satur­ 
day of the big Pan American 
World Airways plane in the Pacific 
Ocean. 
‘‘I didn’t know it was John, 
she said in the voice of a person 
who wants to but can’t cry. ‘‘I just 
noticed that someone had been 
dragged in all covered with oil. 
“I lifted his head up and laid it 
in my lap so it would not lie in 
the water on the bottom of the life 
raft 
‘‘He opened his eyes and smiled 
weakly, then said, ‘Oh, is that 
you, Emma?* 
‘Then ha didn’t say any more. 


He groaned, tbecame silent and 
died there—his head in my lap. 
John Peterson, 80, died. And so 
did three others in the crash land­ 
ing of the Hawaii-bound plane on a 
quiet sea 25 miles off the Oregon 
Coast His 75-year-old wife, sur­ 
vived, along with 18 other pas­ 
sengers a.id crew members. 
The pilot of the big four-engine 
Stratocruiser, Capt H. S. Joslyn, 
was forced to ditch the plane when 
one engine was wrenched from itf 
mounting and fell into the sea. 
There was no explanation for the 
engine’s tearing loose.

Faure Turns 
Efforts To 
Big 4 Talks 


Bolstered By Final 
Approval Of Senate 
For Arming Germany 


PARIS (J)—Bolstered by final 
French parliamentary approval of 
German rearmament, Premier Ed­ 
gar Faure turned his efforts today 
to getting Allied agreement for Big 
Four talks soon with Russia. 
As he prodded the apprehensive 
French Senate towards its crucial 
predawn votes on the Paris ac 
cords yesterday, Faure gave as 
surance he already had contacted 
the United States and Britain on 
preparation for a high-level parley 
with the Kremlin. 
He went further by making an 
East-West conference — covering 
all * problems ‘‘susceptible to 
solution” — the final item in 
five-point statement of government 
aims. He stressed the need for 
full cohesion among the Western 
Allies before entering into talks 
with Russia. 
Chances of four-power talks were 
believed greatly improved by Sov­ 
iet Premier Nikolai Bulganin’s 
sudden support as the French 
Senate prepared to vote. In an 
interview with the Soviet news 
agency Tass, Bulganin expressec 
his 
‘‘positive 
attitude” 
toward 
President Eisenhower’s news con 
ference remarks last week advo­ 
cating an East-West meeting after 
the accords have been fully rati­ 
fied. 
State Department officials in 
Washington said the Western Big 
Three were expected to consult 
promptly on Russia’s favorable 
expression. 
Secretary of State Dulles hailed 
the French Senate’s approval OI' 
the West German rearmament 
treaties as ‘‘an event of great sig 
nificance for the free world.” 
France’s next diplomatic move is 
expected to be a conference be­ 
tween French Foreign Minister 
Antoine Pinay and West German 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer some­ 
time before Easter. The two will 
seek agreement on details of the 
Saar compromise which nearly 
split the West German Parliament 
West Gel many’s opposition So­ 
cialists announced yesterday they 
had obtained enough parliamentary 
support to compel the Supreme 
Court to consider their suit chal­ 
lenging the constitutionality of the 
French-German agreement to Eu­ 
ropeanize the disputed coal-rich 
valley. 
Adenauer, however, was report­ 
ed jubilant over the French Sen­ 
ate’s action, which came after 
Faure had beaten back every at­ 
tempt to delay or water down 
endorsement. 
Only the formality of President 
Rene Coty’s signature remained to 
wind up French ratification. 
After four days of debate, the 
weary senators voted to: 
1. Add West Germany and Italy 
to the old Brussels Treaty and use 
this new seven-power Western Eu­ 
ropean Union to supervise West 
German rearmament—184-110; 
2. Restore West German saver 
eignty and end the Allied occupa­ 
tion of West Germany—235-75; 
3. Endorse West Germany’s en­ 
try into the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization—200-114; 
4. Approve the French-German 
agreement to put the Saar under 
political control of the WEU pend­ 
ing a final all-German peace pact— 
217-92. 
France was the 10th of the 15 
nations involved to complete par­ 
liamentary approval of the Paris 
treaties. Ratification now is ex­ 
pected to come quickly from the 
remaining five bodies: the U.S. 
Senate and the parliaments of 
Denmark, Belgium, Netherlands 
and Luxembourg.

Harlan To Take 
Seat Today On 
Supreme Court 
WASHINGTON UP) — John Mar­ 
shall Harlan formally takes his 
place on the Supreme Court bench 
today and goes to work at once in 
helping the court decide the major 
cases of the 1954-55 term. 
The New York judge, chosen by 
President Eisenhower to succeed 
the late Justice Robert H. Jack­ 
son, thus becomes the second Jus­ 
tice John Marshall Harlan. His 
grandfather, for whom he was 
named, served on the Supreme 
Court from 1877 until his death in 
1911. 
After the reading of the court’s 
opinions and orders, arguments in 
new cases were scheduled. These 
arguments were expected to con­ 
tinue through April 5. 
Arguments in the biggest pend­ 
ing cases — put off because of 
Jackson’s death last Oct. 9 begin 
April l l . The full bench of nine 
justices then will hear attorneys 
debate suggested methods and tim­ 
ing for putting into effect the 
court’s unanimous decision last 
May that public school racial seg­ 
regation is unconstitutional.

Barbara Gaca never got to 
school. And since Thursday noon 
thousands of police, 'Boy Scouts 
and other volunteers have combed 
120 square miles on the populous 
east skie of Detroit and neighbor­ 
ing suburbs without finding a 
trace.

“She must have been 
kid­ 
napped,** said Senior Police In­ 
spector Arthur Heidt, *‘but why or 
by whom we have no idea.” 
Barbara, aged 7, is the daughter 
of a postman. She has two broth­ 
ers and a sister, all younger. 


No ransom notes have been re­ 
ceived. Nothing that Barbara had 
with her—gloves, a pencil box with 
her rosary—has been found.

Expected 
To Consult 
Promptly 


Bulganin Statement, 
French OK To Rearm 
Germany Spur Talks 


WASHINGTON WV-The United 
States, Britain and France are ex­ 
pected to consult promptly on Rus­ 
sia’s favorable attitude toward a 
high-level Big Four meeting. 
As a result of France’s parlia­ 
mentary approval of German re­ 
arming, the Western Powers will 
take up the problem of an approach 
to Russia on the firmest basis 
they have had for several years. 
The problem of relations within 
the Western alliance, however, pre­ 
sents difficulties for President Ei­ 
senhower and Secretary of State 
Dulles. Britain particularly is dis­ 
turbed over the prospect of Unit­ 
ed States clash with Red China 
over the C h i n e s e Nationalist 
coastal islands of Matsu and Que- 
moy. 
Pressure has been increasing on 
President Eisenhower within the 
United States to take a tougher 
and more definite line on defense 
of those islands. There has been 
no decisive commitment so far. 
Both a Big Four meeting and the 
Quemoy-Matsu issue will be among 
problems discussed by Eisenhower 
leaders at luncheons at the White 
House Wednesday and Thursday. 
Two 
European 
developments 
bearing upon a possible four-power 
meeting later this year were ac­ 
claimed here during the weekend. 
A State Department statement, 
approved by Secretary Dulles, an­ 
nounced that ‘‘in general we wel­ 
come” the statement by Premier 
Nikolai Bulganin that the Soviet 
government takes a "‘positive at­ 
titude” toward President Eisenhow­ 
er’s views on arranging big power 
talks. 
Like Eisenhower, Bulganin ex­ 
pressed interest in a conference if 
it would contribute to lessening in­ 
ternational tensions. This suggests 
ed that he thought there should 
be some advance evidence that a 
meeting would be fruitful. 
A few hours after he spoke, the 
French Senate completed parlia­ 
mentary action on ratification of a 
series of agreements which would 
make Germany an armed partner 
in the North Atlantic Alliance and 
in the Western European Union. 
Dulles 
immediately issued 
a 
statement saying that the French 
action was ‘‘an event of great 
significance for the free world.” 
It has been linked with the prob- 
em of East-West talks in two 
ways. American and other West­ 
ern leaders have stated that until 
the ratification process was com­ 
pleted they would not go into new 
top-level meetings with the Rus­ 
sians because file Soviet Union 
would only be interested in block­ 
ing ratification. They have also 
said, however, that once Ger­ 
many’s new role was fully ap­ 
proved, the possibility of construc­ 
tive talks would be greatly im­ 
proved. 
The Russians, for their part, 
[lave warned on several occasions 
that if Germany was made a part­ 
ner in the Western defense system, 
East-West agreement on major 
European issues would be impos­ 
sible. 
Officials here considered it sig­ 
nificant that Bulganin did not re­ 
new this line in his statement Sat­ 
urday.

EVANSTON, 111. (UP) — An "art­ 
icle in a Northwestern University 
publication 
says 
selection a n d 
training of police in most cities 
must be vastly improved if police 
work is to be called a “profession.” 
Charles F. Sloane, head of the 
police examining unit in New York 
State’s c i v i l service department, 
said there is no substantiation of 
claims that there soon will be a 
“profession of police work.” 
Sloane made this contention in

article 
in the Northwestern 
Journal of Criminal Law, Crimin­ 
ology and Police Science. 
Ability to r e a d and write, he 
said, often is the only educational 
requirement for police work. Few 
police departments, he said, have 
careful 
character 
investigations 
and stringent intelligence and ap­ 
titude tests. 
“With these facts taken into 
consideration.” he asked, “how can 
anyone truthfully state that we are 
on the verge of professionaliza­ 
tion?”

Family Of 4 
Found Slain 


Accused Man Already 
In Jail In Tennessee 


ROCK ISLAND, Tenn. UU — A 
family of four was found slain on 
their farm yesterday and officers 
accused Billy Gibbs, 23, whom 
they already had in jail for selling 
the family’s mules and pigs. 
Hie victims were Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Bratcher, 44 and 42, their 
daughter, Lily May, IO, and their 
m o t h e r l e s s granddaughter, 20 
months. 
As Sheriff Eldridge Youngblood 
explains it, this was the story: 
Bratcher was shot to death, his 
wife and daughter beaten to death 
and the baby either drowned or 
allowed to die of exposure last 
Wednesday. 
Thursday, Gibbs sold two mules, 
a sow and some pigs from Bratch­ 
er’s farm to McMinnville livestock 
dealers, and warned one of them 
of a vicious dog at the farm. 
Friday, Gibbs bought a 1940 used 
car, paying for it with cash and a 
$75 check from one of the livestock 
dealers. 
Friday night, Charles Bratcher 
of McMinnville, father of the dead 
baby, found a note on his father’s 
door: “Baby in Nashville hospi­ 
tal.” 
Saturday, finding this untrue, 
young Bratcher called for the sher­ 
iff. Officers saw the Bratchers’ 
dog shot to death in the front yard 
and found bloodstains in the house 
and barn—but no bodies. 
They found Bratcher’s blood­ 
stained truck on a McMinnville 
parking lot, and learned of the live­ 
stock sales. They charged Gibbs 
with larceny. 
Sunday morning, they found the 
baby’s body in a water-filled cis­ 
tern. Hie mother and older girl 
were in a sinkhole a quarter of 
mile from the house, and Bratcher 
under refuse of a sorghum mill a 
half mile from the house. 
The sheriff filed a murder war­ 
rant against Gibbs. He said Gibbs 
had admitted the thefts but de­ 
nied the slayings. 
Gibbs, who is unemployed, grew 
up in the Bratchers’ neighborhood, 
but now lives in McMinnville. He 
is the father of twins born last 
Tuesday.

Five years later, in 1952, the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics found 
that little* progress had been made 
in that direction. 


THE ENTERPRISES that are 
usually cited as the most success­ 
ful operators of a guaranteed wage 
plan are the George A. Hormel 
Co. and the Procter and Gamble 
Co.; one selling hams, the other 
soap; both engaged in all-year- 
round m arkets. The Hormel com­ 
pany stated in 1950: 
“Certainly our company is whol­ 
ly unable to redeem the money 
consideration in such a guarantee 
unless we can keep our people ac­ 
tually 
and 
profitably employed. 
The entire asset value of our com­ 
pany, cashing everything we own, 
would only be sufficient to redeem 
a ten months* guarantee. If we as 
a company cannot make such a 
guarantee, neither can our com­ 
munity, for we know that in our 
town all of the bank assets includ­ 
ing county deposits, city deposits, 
all the money owned by all of us, 
would ortlv cover the payroll for 
nine months. 
“So, 
when 
using 
the 
phrase 
‘guaranteed annual wage,’ we must 
ask the question — guaranteed by 
what? The only guarantee we know 
of is the ability of management to 
manage, coupled with willingness 
of workers to work. If either fails, 
then the guarantee fails.” 


THIS IS BEYOND doubt a fair 
statem ent of the problem for most 
companies, which can only pro­ 
duce wages by selling goods. When 
there is no market, not only wages 
but dividends go by the board. 
This issue is now' to be fought out 
in the automobile industry in which 
the decision will be made by only j 
two companies. Ford and General I 
Motors. 
It is generally assumed in the J 
labor world that Ford will capitu­ 


late and that General Motors will 
hold out. It is also indicated that 
Walter Reuther, whose career is 
as much political as it is labor un­ 
ion m anagement, will call a strike 
of the UAW in the event that ei­ 
ther company or both ‘reject the 
guaranteed wage. 


THE ANSWER to the problem is 
not simple. Some industries oper­ 
ate in a m arket which makes a 
guaranteed annual wage not only 
possible but efficient. 
In other industries, seasonal em­ 
ployment is normal to the condi­ 
tions of the m arket which are sea­ 
sonal. For many years, such in­ 
dustries have, by advertising and 
other merchandizing efforts, sought 
to eliminate peaks and valleys. 
The automobile industry in the 
United States faces the fact that 
there is no sound reason for the 
purchase of a new car each year. 
The automobile industry employs 
styling, the gradual introduction of 
improvements and gadgets, credit 
term s, the publicized excitement of 
automobile shows and all sorts of 
devices to encourage sales 
each 
year. 
The guaranteed wage, 
if won, 
can only m ean an increased price 
for a car. Tile question then arises 
as to whether that will result in 
postponed buying and whether it 
will increase the import of cars 
from Europe, cars partly manufac­ 
tured with American capital. 
It will also raise the question of 
the increased use of automatic de­ 
vices in manufacturing which could 
result in the rise of unemployment 
in areas where automobiles a r e 
made. 


IN A WORD, it is not an open 
and shut case, and while the auto­ 
mobile industry is one of the most 
prosperous in the United States, it 
has suffered a high degree of mor­ 
tality. There was a time in the 
United States when there were 181 
companies 
making 
automobiles; 
today there are six. 
Such a mortality in a compara­ 
tively young industry is evidence 
that the m arket cannot absorb an 
unlimited number of cars. The sit­ 
uation today is that one company. 
General Motors, sells more than 50 
per cent of the cars manufactured 
in this country. 
W alter 
Reuther’s 
position 
is: 
“The annual 
wage attacks 
this 
problem at the root and shifts to the 
employer, where it belongs, 
the 
cost of unemployment.” 
The danger is that adding the 
cost of seasonal unemployment to 
the price of the car may wreck 
the industry by stimulating buy­ 
ers* resistance.

Atoms For Peace Plan Ready For Action

Almost unnoticed by a nation 
occupied with the threat of atom­ 
ic 
war, 
President Eisenhower’s 
“atoms-for-peace” plan has moved 
from the talk to the action stage. 
Within six weeks the adm inistra­ 
tion will ask Congress to approve 
a t least the first three of a series 
of bilateral agreements by which 
foreign nations would be helped 
by the United States to find bet­ 
ter life through atom science. 
Simultaneously, 
a n d 
despite 
subtle sabotage efforts by worried 
Soviet diplomats, there have been 
these other steps in the program 
which could win Eisenhower his 
biggest niche in world history: 
1. Atomic Energy 
Commission 
experts are declassifying a mass 
of information to be laid before 
world scientists meeting Aug. 8 in 
Geneva for the United Nations* 
first technical conference on atom­ 
ic energy. 
2. The 
State 
Departm ent 
is 
pressing talks with Britain, Cana­ 
da, Australia, South Africa, Bel­ 
gium, Portugal — and sometimes, 
Russia—to get going on an inter­ 
national organization to pool atom 
information for peace. 
3. At the AEC’s Argonne^ Na­ 
tional Laboratory outside Chica­ 
go 31 foreign scientists from 19 
nations 
have 
started 
a 
seven- 
month course on the handling of 
irradiated m aterials, the building 
and running of research reactors 
and the design principles of the 
power reactors which 
may 
one 
day abolish mass poverty in the 
places where 
it 
has 
been 
the 
characteristic of history. 


THE BILATERAL treaties that 
will go before Congress are the 
first of the so-called “ red” and 
“ greeen” series being negotiated 
by Morehead Patterson, president 
of the 
American 
Machine 
and 
Foundry Co., who has been func­ 
tioning as a special representative 
of the President. 
The “ green” treaties — the first 
to come up — are the simpler 
ones: By their term s an approved 
foreign country would be allowed 
either to buy or lease from an 
American builder a research re­

i t Already approved by present 
law, such agreem ents would be­ 
come effective if, within 30 days 
after their submission to the Joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy, a 
committee m ajority did not object. 
In the research on reactors, na­ 
tions so far left behind by the 
atomic-science m arch would 
get 
neutron sources and be at)le to 
make the radioactive isotopes al­ 
ready being used for revolution­ 
ary

THEY WOULD PROVIDE t h e 
means of training native scientists 
and students for the day when an 
economic power reactor may be 
developed to produce electricity in 
areas lacking both water and the 
traditional boiler fuels. 
The more complicated and sec­ 
ret “ red” agreements involve AEC 
action on the acquisition of raw 
fissionable m aterial from abroad, 
and the sharing with friendly for­ 
eign powers of both highly classi­ 
fied information and quantities of 
enriched uranium. 
Since the President first called 
on Dec. 8, 1953 for a world pooling 
of peaceful atomic information it 
has become increasingly apparent 
to Washington that this is the U.S. 
“ weapon” that most impresses the 
nations—particularly 
in 
Asia 
— 
where Russia and America 
are 
competing for favor. 
A five-man subcommittee of the 
Joint Atomic Energy 
Committee 
led by Sen. Bricker, returned last ! 
February from the F ar East to 
report that, above all other things, j 
Asia is interested in the possibili­ 
ties of atom-based medicines 
to 
fight traditional disease; fertilizer \ 


to increase crop production, and 
I electricity 
to provide 
the goods 
that would end poverty. And Asia 
; is aware that Russia has so far 
i provided only stumbling blocks for 
its desires. 
The Russians first sought to be­ 
cloud the atoms-for-peace proposal 
by insisting that any 
peacetime 
cooperation m ust be tied to a total 
ban against m anufacture of atomic 
weapons. The original Eisenhower 
idea of an atomic information pool 
within the U.N. was upset by So­ 
viet insistence that it be governed 
by the Security Council where the 
U.S.S.R. has veto power. 


THE RESULT WAS a decision 
by the U.S. and other interested 
powers last November to set up a 
specialized U.N. agency open to 
U.N. m em bers willing to join and 
functioning as a clearing house for 
have-not nations wanting 
atomic 
information and the “haves’* will­ 


ing to give it. On Nov. 15 the U.S. 
made available 220 pounds of fis­ 
sionable* m aterial for users apply­ 
ing through the new agency; Brit­ 
ain followed the next day with an 
offer of 44 pounds. 
In 
a 
sim ilar 
gesture 
toward 
backward nations, the AEC agreed 
to sell Jndia IO 
tons 
of heavy 
w ater fdeuterium) for use in a 
reactor being built near Bombay. 
According to American diplomatic 
reports 
from 
the 
area, this de­ 
livery of* what the Asians regard 
as the m agic stuff that can cure all 
their ills has done America more 
public-relations good than all the 
past shipments of food, arm s and 
m achinery. 
Meanwhile the Russians, either 
through lear, indecision or inabili­ 
ty to produce, have done nothing 
to prove that communism is in­ 
terested in the betterm ent of the 
world by atomic science. 
Federal Highway Fallacies 


By Raymond Molcy 


Sen. Byrd’s bill of objections to 
the Clay highway-building p l a n 
which he presented to the Com­ 
m ittee on Public Works is a potent 
document. It is a pity that the 
President failed to take account of 
the fallacies and dangers in the 
Clay Plan before he gave it even 
the qualified endorsement that he 
did. 
Byrd’s three m o s t 
important 
points are that the plan and the 
biU embodying the plan, which is 
before the Senate, would perm an­ 
ently and disastrously im pair fed­ 
eral budgetary procedure, congres­ 
sional control of the purse a n d 
debt management; that it would 
establish an authoritarian agency 
capable of overriding the states 
and making fast and loose with 
private property; and that it would, 
despite huge outlays, produce less 
highway mUeage over the next 30 
or 40 years than the present sys­ 
tem. 
The Clay plan sets up a strange 
corporation without income or as­ 
sets, but authorized to borrow 21 
billion dollars without declaring it 
to be a debt. This would be out­ 
side the debt limit which congress 
has wisely imposed. The interest 
on the bonds would amount to 11% 
billion dollars making the total cost 
of the improvement vastly more 
than the budding costs. 
Budgetary procedure would be 
thrown to the winds, for t h e r e 
would be permanent, indetermin­ 
ate appropriations. The plan would 
irrevocably earm ark a 
gasoline 
tax for a special purpose, which 
is a form of financing frowned on 
by all sound fiscal experience. 
The Clay plan and the Presi­ 
dent’s comment on it suggest that 
both of these generals were overly 
impressed by the German auto­ 
bahns, with which they became 
fam iliar in their service in that 
country. 
The paraUel, however, is n o t 
serviceable in this country. Those 
highways were buUt under ruthless 
authoritarian government to serve 
military needs. 
Compared with our present high­ 
way system, those highways are 
small in mileage. According to my 
map, they extend over a distance 
of somewhat more than 3,000 miles. 
We have twice that mUeage in 
toll roads constructed, under con­ 
struction, or authorized. 
The G ay plan and the bill be­ 
fore the Senate would give the new 
highway authority almost the pow­ 
er of a Hitlerian government. It 
envisages on the vast network of 
interstate highways rights of way 
255 feet wide. 
To m eet these requirements, it 
would be necessary to do one of 
two things on thousands of miles of 
present highways; First, oust and 
presumably pay for countless mil­ 
lions of dollars in property along 


t present Fights of way which serve 
the traveling public; or, second, 
relocate file highway, thus destroy­ 
ing the value of such property. 
Byrd cities the magnificent Route 
111 highway through the beautiful 
Shenandoah Valley. What G e n . 
Sheridan, did to that valley would 
be mild com pared with what Gen. 
G ay woald do. 
There would be licenses by the 
Autobahn Authority for filling sta­ 
tions, motels, restaurants, and hot­ 
dog stands, with these charged at 
the discretion of the authority. 
Finally, Byrd makes it clear that 
under the strange financing pro­ 
posed there would ultimately be 
less money for construction than 
under a continuation of the present 
system of federal-state co-opera­ 
tion. 
In the first place, 8% billion dol­ 
lars woifid be absorbed by refunds 
to state? which have already es­ 
tablished great roads. There would 
be an 11% billion dollars interest 
charge, which might have gone for 
new construction. Moreover, the 
plan contem plates a great burst of 
building over IO years, and then a 
period of 22 years to pay off the 
debt incurred. 
As Byrd says, “ It seems to me 
fantastic that in this 22 year pe­ 
riod there will be no need for road 
development. The construction of 
roads is a continuing process.” 
Byrd -offers in place of this 
absurb schem e a simple three- 
point plan: Repeal the federal gas­ 
oline tax; which would immediately 
be taken over by the states. Con­ 
tinue present matching, with the 
federal 
government 
contributing 
535 million dollars a year. Con­ 
tinue the federal tax on lubricating 
oil. Thus we would be assured of 
continuiig 
p r o g r e s s 
without 
destroying fiscal practices and with 
more highways over the y e a r s 
ahead.

SUGGESTED TREATMENTS 
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Parents Told 
Details For 
Polio Vaccine 


Hancock Prepares To 
Inoculate When Salk 
Serum Is Approved 


Allaying any fears parents may 
have over the forthcoming polio 
vaccination program in Hancock 
County, the Hancock Health De­ 
partment today issued a state­ 
ment by Dr. Edward Justice, di 
rector of the program, who cited 
the most common questions: 
Will my child be used as 
guinea pig? 
Does this new Salk anti-polio 
vaccine really work? 
What £jx>ut colds, tonsils, virus 
Infections? 
Should I permit my child to 
have the shot if sick? 
“Every mother of a first or 
second pupil in Hancock County 
is asking herself these and many 
other questions as health author 
ides make plans for the mass 
immunizations shots which may 
be started the middle of next 
month,’* he said. 
The Medical Society is backing 
the mass immunization in co-op­ 
eration with the state and county 
health departments and the Na­ 
tional Foundations for Infantile 
Paralysis. 
First of all, Dr. Justice cautioned 
nothing definite will be planned un­ 
til the long waited report on the 
effectiveness of the Salk anti-polio 
vaccine is made public. 
A total of 1,800,000 children in 
217 test areas throughout the coun­ 
try participated in last summer* 
inoculations, hailed as the biggest 
medical experiment of all time. 
Some were given the vaccine de­ 
veloped by Dr. Jonas Salk of the 
University of Pittsburgh and some 
were given a harmless control sub­ 
stance. 
The results were then shipped to 
Dr. Thomas Francis Jr. of the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan. Statisticians 
epidemiologists and a battery of 
calculating machines have b e e n 
working since the end of the last 
polio season, compiling their re­ 
sults. 
“If the preliminary survey is 
proven wrong, the Salk vaccine 
will be discarded. 
“ If the report upholds the ver­ 
dict that the vaccine actually is a 
preventive — a harmless preven­ 
tive with no other ill effects—then 
it presents an enormous challenge 
to America’s medical fraternity,’ 
he saki. 
“While it means that one of na 
ture’s cruelest diseases may finally 
be controlled, it’s up to nurses, 
physicians and health authorities 
to administer it. 
Dr. Justice explained that this is 
the position in which the Hancock 
County Medical Society finds itself 
at present. The report is scheduled 
to be made public April 12. If it is 
favorable, inoculations in Hancock 
County will be started almost im­ 
mediately. 
“However, tremendous prepara­ 
tions must be made. It is those 
preparations — the gathering of 
material, equipment, the vaccine 
itself and personnel, the preparing 
of a schedule for the inoculations 
and the education of the general 
public on the anti - polio shots — 
which has aroused great hope and 
in some instances, fear, of the 
mothers of Hancock County,’* Dr. 
Justice said. 
“Judging from preliminary re­ 
peats from medical men,’’ Dr. 
J&tice said “ there is no harm 
that can come from the vaccine. 
Parents should not be concerned 
as to whether their child has a 
cold at the time the shot is sched­ 
uled. 
, 
“ If they are well enough that 
they can go to school that day, 
then they certainly would be well 
enough to take the shot,’’ he said, 
adding that the doctors and nurses 
would take all the necessary pre­ 
cautions if an illness is apparent. 
The shots themselves have no 
harmful reactions as some par­ 
ents fear. Dr. Justice said that in 
all previous tests no reactions 
have been noted except for a min­ 
or local soreness similar to a teta­ 
nus or typhoid shot 
The shots do not produce any 


symptons of the disease, he add­ 
ed. 
The question as to how long 
the vaccine will remain in effect 
in the youngsters system must 
wait on the Michigan report and 
time itself. So far, doctors only 
know that it lasts through the 
polio season. 
The shots are not mandatory, Dr. 
Justice emphasized. “The health 
department will send a form to 
each parent. Their child will be 
given the inoculation only if the 
form is signed with the parent’s 
approval. 
The belief about tonsils having 
a harmful effect is also discounted 
by Dr. Justice insofar as the vac­ 
cine is concerned. 
He said it does not make any 
difference whether the tonsils are 
still in or had been removed. 
Dr. Justice explained that the 
shots, if they are approved, wil 
be given in groups of three. It 
has been found that polio takes 
three different forms. One vaccine 
does not serve as a preventive for 
the other two forms. Therefore the 
vaccine must be given for each 
type. 
Accordingly, the Hancock County 
youngsters in the first and seconc 
grades will be given one shot about 
April 19, another two weeks later 
and the last a week after that. 
“What about parochial s c h o o l 
children? Will they be left out?’’ 
Dr. Justice said “the same pro­ 
cedure will be followed there as in 
the public schools.” 
Who will give the injections? 
Dr. Justice emphasized that only 
medical doctors will give the shots 
and they will be assisted by public 
health officials and volunteer work 
en. 
“Is there any chance of infec­ 
tion?” 
Dr. Justice said that all possi­ 
ble precautions are being taken. A 
fresh syringe and a fresh needle 
will be used for each inoculation. 
The last and most important 
question is “How do doctors them 
selves feel about it?” 
Dr. Justice said that the Med­ 
ical Society is unanimously on rec­ 
ord as favoring the vaccine. 
However, he emphasized that un­ 
conditional recommendation is be­ 
ing withheld pending the results of 
the Michigan report. 
As of now there is nothing to 
alarm any parent; on the other 
hand, it is highly favorable. How­ 
ever, if the report reveals some 
heretofore unsuspected and unfa­ 
vorable qualities, the society will 
remove its recommendation and 
the shots will not be given. 
The shots this year, while not 
experimental, are really being giv­ 
en as an educational measure. Dr. 
Justice explained that they a r e 
planned to educate the public as 
to the beneficial measures of the 
Salk vaccine.

sweet, and the bodies of the four 
who perished. 
Three were swept to their deaths 
by a relentless current and wind 
that drove them away from life 
rafts on which the surviving hud­ 
dled. 
Those clustered on the three life 
rafts could hear the constantly 
weaker and more distant cries of 
those who died in their life jackets, 
victims of cold, shock and drown­ 
ing. 
“It’s something I never want to 
hear again,” a crew megiber re­ 
called with breaking voice. 
Those who came ashore from the 
Navy transport USS Bayfield in 
Seattle last night told of the calm 
of all aboard when Capt. Joslyn 
ordered over the communication 
system: 
“Get to your seats. Prepare to 
ditch.” 
Less than IO minutes later the 
ship crunched down on the surface 
of the water. The tail assembly 
broke loose and passengers were 
thrown forward in a disorganized 
jumble as the plane seats tore 
loose from their fittings. 
Helped by crew members with 
adjustment of life jackets, the 
passengers one by one plopped into 
the sea to fight their way to the 
life rafts which had been put on 
the water. The Petersons were the 
last of the passengers to leave 
Capt Joslyn was the last crew 
member. 
Ten or 15 minutes later, 20 of 
them were huddled on the three 
rafts. 
The other 
three didn’ 
make it. 
Eighteen miles to the north, the 
Bayfield, carrying a shipload of 
troops home from Army maneuv 
ers on the California coast, had 
watched the plane disappear from 
its radar screen and turned to aid 
It was 11:04 a.m. when the plane 
went down.

Waiting Game 
Develops In 
Pen Rebellion 


12 Convicts Seize 2 
Guards In Nebraska, 
Seal Selves In ‘Jail’ 


LINCOLN. Neb. Uh — A poorly 
conceived prison rebellion at Ne­ 
braska’s state penitentiary devel 
oped into a tense waiting game to­ 
day. 
Hours after seizing two guards 
as hostages, 12 insurgent convicts 
remained sealed and quiet inside 
the p r i s o n’s small, three-story 
maximum security building, or 
prison “jail.” 
The rebels obviously were going 
nowhere. Dozens of well-armed 
guards and state safety patrolmen 
had the building’s lone exit thor­ 
oughly covered. 
Neither s i d e was making a 
move. 
The convicts had promised to 
spell out, in writing, their de­ 
mands. 
But hours went by with no 
word from the insurgents and Gov. 
Victor E. Anderson, personally 
commanding the operation, said no 
overtures would be made by pris­ 
on authorities. 
“We feel it is up to them to 
make the move,” he said. 
The rebels had water but pre­ 
sumably had not eaten since break­ 
fast yesterday. They claimed to 
have knives but apparently had no 
guns. 
The captive guards had not 
been heard from since late Sun­ 
day afternoon, when they report­ 
ed themselves unharmed. 
Gov. Anderson said he was con­ 
fident they are safe as the con­ 
victs would have nothing to gain 
from harming them. 
The revolt developed about 10:30 
a.m. yesterday when the 12 pris­ 
oners seized guard Warren B. Mil­ 
ler, 43. A short time later they 
grabbed guard Eugene Swanson, 
34. 
All was quiet elsewhere at the 
prison, home of 747 convicts and 
the scene of several incidents, in­ 
cluding two riots, in recent years. 
The 12 convicts were serving 
time in the jail for violating insti­ 
tution rules. 
One recently was declared psy­ 
chotic and awaited transfer to a 
state mental hospital. An insanity 
hearing was scheduled for anoth­ 
er.

Malone 
has been receiving a deluge of 
post cards from this general area 
urging him to vote against exten­ 
sion of the act 
He said he is doing everything 
possible to make it tough for the 
extension bill to get through the 
Senate Finance Committee. 
For years Senator Malone has 
fought the Trade Extension Act 
In speeches in the Senate and 
elsewhere he has demonstrated 
how lowered tariffs under the act 
have increased importations and 
closed American factories, throw 
ing American workers out of their 
jobs. 
"The money of American tax­ 
payers”. he says, “has been used 
to build factories in foreign coun­ 
tries that are in every way equal, 
or superior, to those in the United 
States. Those factories are oper­ 
ated by sweatshop I a b o r, paid 
from a half to two-thirds less than 
American workers are paid. The 
products of American factories are 
being crowded out of their own 
market by goods produced by that 
cheap foreign labor. In conse­ 
quence, European prosperity grows 
while American prosperity van­ 
ishes. Under the Trade Agree­ 
ments Act we import cheap goods 
and export the jobs of Ameri­ 
cans. That will continue until we 
restore tariffs that will compen­ 
sate for the wage differential.” 
Extension of the Trade Agree­ 
ments Act and GATT (General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade) 
for three years, a measure urged 
by President Eisenhower, has been 
passed by the House. It is now 
before the Senate Finance Com­ 
mute, of which Sen. Malone is 
a member, where it is meeting 
strong opposition under the lead­ 
ership of the Nevada Senator.

of vaccine needed. 
School principals and nurses can 
obtain the forms at the Health 
Board office. 
If the vaccine is licensed by 
the National Institute of Health 
after reports of field tests have 
been considered, first and second 
graders in the county will prob­ 
ably receive the first inoculation 
in the middle of April. The sec­ 
ond inoculation would follow a 
week later, and the final f o u r 
weeks after the second. 
The program should be com­ 
pleted before school terms end. 
Volunteers will be needed to work 
with school officials to carry out 
the program in the county gen­ 
eral health district, the Health De­ 
partment spokesman said.

Eyes Stack Of 
Proposed Bills 


House To Vote On 
Proposal Banning 
Secret Societies 


By BEED SMITH 
COLUMBUS, Ohio UPV-Ohio leg­ 
islators expressed hope today that 
their 13th week of work would 
bring them luck in winnowing 
through a record stack of proposed 
laws. 
Encouraged by last week’s prog­ 
ress, House members turned their 
attention to a floor vote tomorrow 
on a proposal to do away with 
secret high school societies. 
Present law bans such organiza­ 
tions, but Rep. William L. Hana­ 
han (R-Defiance), Education Com­ 
mittee chairman, said the statute 
is ineffective. Manahan’s proposal 
would permit expulsion of students 
who refuse to quit fraternities and 
sororities. 
The bill also would ban secret 
society emblems and pins from 
school property, except for proper­ 
ly sanctioned groups. 
Committee hearings on the meas­ 
ure played to “ standing room 
only” c r o w d s . Legislators ex­ 
pressed belief that arguments for 
and against the proposal will con­ 
tinue on the House floor. 
Slated for a vote on the House 
floor tonight is a bill to permit 
the hiring of retired teachers on a 
regular basis. Sponsors said enact­ 
ment would bring a few hundred 
more badly needed teachers into 
Ohio classrooms. 
Retired teachers now can teach 
only 59 days and still receive full 
benefits under the state teachers 
retirem ent system. The proposed 
law would permit them to teach 
full time and draw retirement ben­ 
efits based on their share of con­ 
tributions. They would not receive 
benefits from the state’s share of 
contributions 
to 
their 
annuities 
while teaching full time, sponsors 
explained. 
The Senate votes tonight on a 
House-approved measure continu­ 
ing for two years the assessment 
on public utilities to pay operat­ 
ing expenses of the state public 
utilities commission that regulates 
them. The assessment yields $600, 
OOO annually. 
Proposals dealing with the state 
racing commission will get the at­ 
tention of both senators and repre­ 
sentatives tomorrow. 
The Senate State Govemmeni 
Committee opens hearings on a bill 
to expand the four-member com 
mission to five members and re­ 
quire Senate confirmation of their 
appointment by the governor. 
The House Elections Committee 
will open hearings on a resolution

tunate people carry fewer lacto­ 
bacilli around with them than do 
other people. The acid-producing 
lactobacilli long have been suspect­ 
ed as a major cause of tooth de­ 
cay. Dr. Gordon E. Green said it 
appears some substance or me­ 
chanism in the mouths of cavity- 
free persons can “manage” the 
lactobacilli.

CLEVELAND UF—“Steel” maga­ 
zine predicted today that steel out­ 
put would continue to rise in the 
second quarter, and after a third 
quarter decline,

again in the fourth. 
The weekly forecast a 1955 output 
for ingots and castings at about

net tons, 
almost 
matching the 1953 record output of 
111.6 million tons. 
The total 1955 output expected 
by “Steel” would be equal to 83.9 
per cent of the 1955 rated capacity 
of 125.8 million tons.

The Ohio High School Basketball 
Coaches Assn., headed by Hamil­ 
ton mentor Warren Scholler, rec­ 
ommended several changes in the 
tournament and eligibility regula­ 
tions. Commissioner H. W. Ems- 
wiler said all the proposals would 
receive serious consideration by 
the state board of control. 
The state board meets in Colum­ 
bus April 22-23 to pick the site for 
next year’s tournament, and will 
consider the recommendations at 
that time. 
Emswiler said *Ohio State Uni­ 
versity would have to give a “yes 
or no" answer by April 23 as to 
whether its new field house would 
be available for the 1956 tourney. 
“If the field house isn't ready, 
we’ll have to go elsewhere," the 
commissioner said. “We w e r e 
treated royally at Cincinnati, and 
had all possible cooperation, but 
I believe it’s logical that we should 
take the tournament to Cleveland 
next year if the field house isn’t 
ready. Both Cleveland and Cincin­ 
nati have invited us back." 9 
The coaches urged that the pres­ 
ent six-district split-up of the Buck­ 
eye domain be abandoned and that 
eight districts be made up with 
practically the same number of 
schools in each. With that com­ 
pleted, they recommended that 
two teams from each district be 
qualified for the state tournament, 
sending 16 teams in each class to 
the payoff meet in place of four 
as at present. 
The state meet opened in 1923 
as a 16-team tournament, tried an 
eight team experiment for several 
years, then returned to 16 in each 
class.

Hie commissioner said the plan 
to form eight districts instead of 
six was hampered by the numer­ 
ous consolidations which find sev­ 
eral Class B teams merged into a 
single Class A institution. Schools 
with fewer than 150 boys are in 
Class B, the others in Class A. 


“If eight districts are evolved," 
Emswiler said, “ifs possible an 
eight-team tournament in each di­ 
vision might be held as a compro­ 
mise between those desiring 16 and 
those wishing four teams." He said 
the Class A division was gaining 
about 12 schools annually, and 
Class B losing up to 36 through 
consolidations. 
The cage mentors also recom­ 
mended that a 19-year age limit 
be set for Ohio athletes, with the 
stipulation that a player reaching 
19 after the first game of any sea­ 
son be permitted to complete that 
season. The present age limit if 
20, and several athletes from sur­ 
rounding states which have a 19- 
year regulation have been mov­ 
ing into Ohio for an extra season 
of competition. 
Another recommendation by the 
coaches would bar non-residents of 
Ohio from officiating in any of the

An auto-truck col­ 
lision in a snowstorm fatally in­ 
jured Henry Sickinger, 50, of West 
Unity, Williams County. 
Storms dropped 9.9 inches of 
snow on Cleveland from Friday 
night to yesterday afternoon and 
blocked several roads in the north­ 
ern part of the state, including 
Ohio 2 between Toledo and San­ 
dusky. 
The traffic toll was considerably 
lower than the 15 reported a week 
ago. Only on the January 14-16 
weekend, when three persons lost 
their lives in traffic accidents, 
were fewer fatalities reported this 
year.

3 Questions Unanswered 
On Yalta Papers ‘Leak’

WASHINGTON (Pl — Almost two 
weeks after someone in the State 
D epartm ent "leaked” the Yalta 
papers to the New York Times 
there is still no answer from the 
departm ent on three basic ques­ 
tions. 
Who "leaked" them? Did Secre­ 
tary of State Dulles know and ap­ 
prove? Why, on the very day they 
were "leaked," 
were they de­ 
scribed as nonpublishable because 
they involved national security? 
Dulles twice has been asked to 
e x p l a i n the circumstances. He 
would not answer. Nor would his 
assistant secretary of state, Carl 
McCardle, in charge of informa 
lion, when asked point-blank if he 
did the "leaking." 
There can no longer be any doubt 
where the Times got the documents 
on the wartim e Roosevelt-Church- 
ill-Stalin conference. The newspa­ 
per itself has said it got them 
from the State Department. 
Dulles was asked by a reporter 
and by Sen. K err (D-Okla) to ex­ 
plain the release of the Yalta pa­ 
pers. He m arched away angrily 
from the reporter. He sat silent in 
front of Kerr. 
This w riter telephoned McCardle 
over the weekend and said: "You 
have twice been accused in print 
of being the one who ‘leaked’ the 
Yalta 
p a p e r s . Did you 'leak* 
them ?" He said: "I won’t answer 
a question like that." 
(Drew Pearson, syndicated col­ 
umnist, has said McCardle was the 
"leak." Chalmers Roberts, report­ 
er for the Washington Post and 
Times-Herald, said newsmen at the 
State Departm ent believe McCar­ 
dle did the "leaking.") 
On Monday, M arch 14, Dulles* 
press officer Henry Suydam, and 
on Tuesday, M arch 15, Dulles him­ 
self, told newsmen the Yalta pa­ 
pers could not be released for pub­ 
lication at this tim e because: 
They involved national security 
and this country’s relations with 
its allies. This indicated the pa­ 
pers were "classified" and there­ 
fore could not be m ade public. 
But on M arch 15, the sam e day 
Dulles said that, the State De­ 
partm ent gave the documents to 
the Times. When news of this 
got around the next day, Dulles 
released the Yalta documents to 
all newspapers. 
On March 14 Dulles had attem pt­ 
ed to give 24 copies of the Yalta 
papers to designated m em bers of 
Congress—while withholding them 
from the press. 
Democrats in Congress refused 
the papers. TTiey said they did not 
want to be accused of "leaks" if 
any occurred. 
It was after Dulles had been 
turned down in Congress that his 
departm ent gave the papers to the 
Times. 


In 1953 President Eisenhower ex­ 
plained to government agencies, 
including the State Department, the 
kind of documents which could be 
was called a "classified" list. 
There are three, and three only, 
kinds of classified m aterial: those 
which fall under the heading of top 
secret, secret and confidential. 
A document which involved nation­ 
al security or endangered this 
country’s relations with its allies 
could be classified. 
This w riter over the weekend

NEW YORK (B—Profits in the 
first quarter now drawing to a 
close appear sure to top last year’s 
earnings for most companies. 
Scattered first reports — from 
companies with fiscal years that 
don’t conform to the calender year 
—show first-quarter net income 
gains after taxes higher in two 
cases out of three. 
Dividend payments are running 
ahead of last year, also. In January 
and February, the Commerce De­ 
partment says, corporations pair 
982 million dollars to stockholders. 
That is five per cent more than 
they paid out in the first two 
months of 1954. 
Estimates by top men of corpora­ 
tions in many industries show most 
are confident, of improving their 
profit position for the January, 
February and March period, when 
they make their official reports 
some six or eight weeks from now. 
Many expect the earnings up­ 
turn to continue at least until the 
middle of the year. The turn for 
many of them came in the final 
months of 1954, after a year of 
shrinking earnings. 
The profit gain won’t be un­ 
animous 
this 
spring; 
however. 
Some industries, like aircraft and 
electronics, did so well a year ago 
that the mark will be hard to top. 
Others, like machine tools, with 
long periods elapsing between or­ 
ders and delivery, won’t see the 
increase in earnings until later, al­ 
though new orders are coming in 
now faster than a year ago. 
The better profits story this year 
is one of more sales and lowered 
costs as a result of new and more 
efficient machinery and plants. 
In 1954 many companies man­ 
aged to show better income after 
taxes in comparison with 1953 be­ 
cause the excess profits tax no 
onger was pulling net earnings 
down. In 1955 the same tax rules, 
by and large, apply as in 1954. 
This year the smaller companies 
are expected to share in the hap­ 
pier profits outlook. The Small 
Business Administration notes that, 
on average, manufacturing firms 
with assets under one million dol­ 
lars started a downward earnings 
trend in 1950. Last year many big 
corporations showed better earn­ 
ings while the smaller ones con­ 
tinued to skid. SBA says this trend 
has now been reversed and small 
business is beginning to prosper 
again. 
Here are reasons some Indus 
tries are more prosperous this 
year: 
Increased p r i c e s . Examples: 
copper, zinc, lead, aluminum. 
Greater production. Examples: 
autos, rubber, glass, oil. 


I 
Revived demand for their prod­ 
ucts. Examples: chemicals, tex­ 
tiles, radio, television and farm 
machinery. 
Better fiscal position. Examples: 
banks enjoying better returns from 
increased holdings of securities; 
sales finance companies, fattening 
on the huge volume of auto time- 
payment paper. 
Mechanization. Example: office 
equipment with sales booming as 
clerical work goes push button. 
Other industries are benefitting 
from such things as the continuing 
housing boom and from the gen­ 
eral business pickup—manifesting 
itself in increased freight hauling 
by the railroads, and more power 
production and sales by the utili­ 
ties. 
Merchants, when they can hold 
costs down, are profit gainers from 
the slowly increasing total of pur­ 
chasing by consumers. 
The first quarter is in the bag, 
profit-wise. And the prospect for 
the year is good, too. The Com­ 
merce Department and the Secu­ 
rities and Exchange Commission 
estimate that for the year sales of 
manufactures will advance four per 
cent, trade will be six per cent 
higher, and utilies will gain by 
eight per cent.

Volunteers will be excused from 
what the Army called “fatigue de­ 
tails.” In olden times this would 
lave meant “no KP,” and would 
have gladdened every private’s 
heart. But there isn’t much KP 
duty in the Army anymore, any­ 
way. 
The only other enticements of­ 
fered were full pass and recrea­ 
tion privileges and the option of 
returning to old outfits once the 30 
days of special duty is done. 
The Army explained volunteers 


from among those already sta 
boned at the chemical center hat 
sufficed for such tests in the past 
Now new developments in gas 
masks, protective suits and decon­ 
tamination techniques are coming 
so fast the testers need more help 
The recruiting will start here at 
Ft. Meade and perhaps spread la­ 
ter to other installabons in 2nd 
Army’s seven-state area — Mary­ 
land, Delaware, Pennsylvania, Vir­ 
ginia, West Virginia, Ohio and Ken­ 
tucky. 
The Army said it wouldn’t sub­ 
ject the volunteers to anything its 
doctors and sciendsts haven’t a1 
ready tried on themselves in larg­ 
er doses. 
Anyone who wants to try it will 
have to convince three sets of doc 
tors he’s fit physically and psycho­ 
logically. 


2 ’Copters Rescue 
93 Fishermen And 
Pleasure Seekers 
VANCE, S.C. (JV-Two helicopters 
flying a conbnuous shuttle service 
brought 93 stranded fishermen and 
pleasure seekers to safety yester­ 
day. They were among more than 
200 marooned overnight by high 
waves and rough water on Lake 
Marion. 
Most of them—men, women and 
children—beached their boats on 
the small islands that dot the 12- 
mile lake and built bonfires. All 
made it safely to'shore yesterday. 
No one suffered any more than 
a slight case of exposure. 
The helicopters from Shaw Air 
Force Base at Sumter, S.C., effect­ 
ed many of the rescues by the light 
of the fires. Capt. Robert L. Hess, 
of Philadelphia, who with Maj. 
Francis M. Carney, of Doylestown, 
Pa., flew one helicopter, 
said, 
“There was no panic and it was 
a very fine, very successful oper- 
abon.” 
Those not picked up by the heli­ 
copters, had to wait until the 
water calmed down enough to al­ 
ow them to bring their boats to 
shore. Women and children were 
picked up first 
After all the 
stranded returned to shore, the 
lelicopters flew on the lake mak­ 
ing certain no one was left. 
Lt 
Ronald L. 
Ingraham, 
of 
Bethesda, Md., flew alone in the 
other helicopter. 
Unable to land on many of the 
small 
islands 
because 
of tree 
stumps and bushes, the helicopters 
hovered overhead taking aboard 
the stranded by ladder. 
Because the lake was at a shal­ 


low level, large boats could not be 
used in the rescue operations.

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Byrd Hoists 
Stop Signal On 
Any Tax Cuts 


Declares He’ll Fight 
All Reductions Until 
Budget Is Balanced 


By JACK BELL 
WASHINGTON UR — Sen. Byrd 
(D-Va) hoisted a stop signal to­ 
day to Democrats and Republicans 
bent on cutting taxes in 1956’s elec­ 
tion year. 
Byrd, who heads the tax-han­ 
dling Senate Finance Committee 
said in an interview he will fight 
any tax cut —- whether it is sug 
gested by Democrats or Republi 
cans — until the budget is bal­ 
anced. 
Moreover, he said he won’t go 
along with the idea expressed re­ 
cently by President Eisenhower 
that it might be possible to cut tax­ 
es next year if budget balancing 
is in s i g h t but not actually 
achieved. 
“I don’t go for that idea at all, 
he said. “The way to get a tax 
cut is to reduce expenses so that 
the budget actually is balanced 
Until it is balanced, I am not will­ 
ing to reduce taxes and borrow the 
money to do it.” 
Taking a similar stand, Byrd un 
successfully opposed tax cuts last 
year. 
The effort of House Democrats to 
put across this year a $20-a-person 
individual income tax cut effective 
in 1956 lost out when Byrd and 
Sen. George (D-Ga) bucked their 
party’s leaders and got the Senate 
to kill i t It is expected to be bur­ 
ied tomorrow, when the House acts 
on a conference committee agree­ 
ment to eliminate it. 
Operating independently, House 
Democrats made it clear over the 
weekend they are planning a long- 
range investigation of last year’s 
tax revision bill. 
Rep. Mills (D-Ark) said he is 
certain a search will u n c o v e r 
many more mistakes than the 70 
the Treasury said it already has 
found in the law.

Insulation board tile offers the 
home handyman an easy way to 
create an attractive ceiling in base­ 
ment or attic and at the same 
time Mock much of the sound and 
heat loss that otherwise would be 
transmitted 
Planning the job properly is the 
only phase that is not so easy. 
The actual application of the ma­ 
terial. for anyone handy with ham­ 
mer and saw, is more simple than 
the planning. 
So let’s face it: First, get a few 
sheets of paper, a pencil and a 
tape measure. Find the length and 
the width of the ceiling and make 
a drawing of this area to scale. 
Now draw a line through the 
center of this rectangle verti- 


other dimensions. Show on your 
scale drawing where each piece 
will appear. You can do this by 
starting the first course lengthwise 
with the room along the horizontal 
center line, with one end of the 
first tile flush against the vertical 
center line. 


BEFORE a p p l y i n g furring 
stript or tile, snap a chalk line 
each way to match the center 
line on your drawing. 


FIRST find the length and 
width of the ceiling and make 
a drawing to scale. Draw center 
lino each way as shown here. 


cally, and another line through 
the center horizontally. This is nec­ 
essary because application of ceil­ 
ing tile begins at the center of a 
room. This permits partial tiles 
along the edges of the finished 
ceiling to be of a uniform width. 
Decide on the size of tile you 
plan to use — they come in 12 
by 12 inches, 12 by 16 inches and 


Unless the ceiling has been fin­ 
ished before, you’ll need furring 
strips. These should be I by 3* 
inch strips of boards, nailed wall 
to wall across the ceiling at right 
angles to exposed rafters or joists. 
The furring strips must be spaced 
so that one side of each tile can 
be nailed to them. So if you’re 
using 12 by 12-inch tile, your I by 
3 furring strips should be 9 inches 
apart. 
To play it safe, show on your 
drawing exactly where the fur­ 
ring s t r i p s will go. After your 
sketch is complete, take it to your 
building supply dealer. He will be 
able to make any corrections 
needed and can tell you exactly 
how many pieces of tile and fur­ 
ring strips you need. 
With your material on hand, 
you’re ready for a hammer, saw 
and nails. It’s possible to use an 
automatic stapling hammer f o r 
faster application. Or you can ap­ 
ply the tile with adhesive. But ifs 
wise to discuss these methods with 
the dealer. 
Fastening the tiles starts with 
the first course at the center of 
the room, the same as you started 
your working sketch. One side of

the first tile is placed flush with 
the horizontal center line and one 
end is flush with the vertical line. 
The tongue on the tile, to be fitted 
into a groove in the next tile, 
should always be the leading or 
exposed edge. 
On almost every ceiling t i l e 
job, the tile that goes up against 
the wall must be trimmed to fit 
Tbe width of these border units 
should be as nearly equal as pos­ 
sible on opposite sides # of th e 
room. This is why a careful draw­ 
ing and good planning are neces­ 
sary to get the job done properly. 
You can use this same princi­ 
ple with virtually any type of ceil­ 
ing tile, including perforated acous­ 
tical tiles. 
Avoid Scouring 
Plumbing Fixture 
To Save Luster 
Don’t scour your plumbing fix 
tures if you want them to keep 
their new and lustrous appearance. 
This is the advice of experts, who 
point out that all household cleans­ 
ers are mildly abrasive. If used 
in moderation with plenty of water, 
most cleansers are harmless. But 
hard scouring, with too m u c h 
cleanser and not enough water, will 
scratch the finish of fixtures. 
The enamel of a bathtub also 
can be scratched if you stand in 
the tub with your shoes on. Shoe 
soles carry gritty particles. Drop­ 
ping tools, or scraping fixtures with 
kitchen utensils and scrub pails 
also will make the finish more sus­ 
ceptible to .stains. 
A m a t e u r photographers are 
warned not to use a bathroom 
for a darkroom. Plumbing fixtures 
can become stained from even a 
brief contact of film developer. 
Stains also can be caused by 
raw vegetables or fruits allowed 
to stand in a sink for long peri­ 
ods. Other acid stains have been 
caused by storing soiled diapers 
in a bathtub or lavatory.

Seeding or Sodding? — The only 
time a sodded lawn looks better 
than a seeded lawn is during the 
first two weeks. A sodded lawn 
may be good, but good sod is 
scarce and good laying a l m o s t 
equally so. Steep terraces and 
areas subject to unusual abuse, as 
between the walk and the street, 
may well be sodded. The usual rea­ 
son for sodding, the builder’s de­ 
sire to “finish” a house and sell it, 
does not apply to the home owner. 
If grass has failed because of 
shade, poor soil, or over-cutting, 
sod will not conject the situation. 
It will fail too. A sodded lawn will 
be no better than the soil beneath 
the sod. 
Lawn grasses and mixtures — 
Kentucky bluegrass is the founda­ 
tion of most Ohio lawns. It is the 
most generally permanent and sat­ 
isfactory lawn grass. 
Red top is somewhat coarse grass 
which becomes finer under mow­ 
ing at lawn height and is useful 
as a filler in lawn mixtures. 
For lawns so shaded that blue­ 
grass fails, the most generally sat­ 
isfactory grass is creeping red fes­ 
cue, Chewing’s fescue, or s o m e 
other variety of red fescue. 
Pure Kentucky bluegrass is best 
for fall seedings of open lawns. 
In the spring a mixture of 85 per­ 
cent bluegrass and 15 percent red- 
top may be used. Cheap “quick 
grower” lawn mixtures contain rye­ 
grass or timothy. These only pro­ 
duce a hayfield when sown in the 
fall, and, to a less extent, in the 
early spring. In the late spring, 
timothy often does not establish, 
but ryegrass may produce a tem­ 
porary cover when nothing else 
does. 
In shady places where bluegrass 
has failed, use some variety of red 
fescue, alone. Where the shade is 
less dense, use a mixture of blue­ 
grass with 70 to 80 percent of some 
variety of red fescue. The so-called 
“shade mixtures” are usually un­ 
satisfactory because they do not 
contain enough seed of red fescue 
to give good stands. Red fescue 
seed is large, compared to blue­ 
grass and redtop, and it does not 
spread materially after establish­ 
ment, as bluegrass does. 
New lawn grasses and mixtures 
—Rapid progress is being made in 
producing better strains of l a w n 
grasses and introducing new grass­ 
es for lawns. The most important 
is Merion bluegrass, a new variety 
of bluegrass which stays greener 
ii) summer. It is also shorter-grow­ 
ing and less susceptible to disease 
than ordinary bluegrass. It is ex­ 
cellent but has suffered from over- 
extravagant claims. 
A new Bermudagrass, U 3, has 
been introduced in the South and 
recommended for Ohio. Unless you 
enjoy fighting a heavy sod in your 
flower .and vegetable gardens, don’t 
use it. Bermudagrass, any Bermu­ 
dagrass, will spread to any culti­ 
vated area, and the owner will 
surely regret it. As a lawn, it is 
drouth and heat-resistant, but it is 
killed by the first'heavy frost and 
does not green up until the middle 
of May, so you have a dull gray 
lawn for 5 or 6 months, contrasted 
to bluegrass, which is green when­ 
ever the snow and ice are off it 
Zoysia has been much talked 
about and may answer a lot of 
lawn problems, especially in the 
southern half of the state, but un­ 
less you have the time, money, 
and inclination to experiment, wait 
a while! Neither it nor several new 
mixtures have been sufficiently 
tried at this time so that satis­ 


factory results can be uniformly 
obtained. 
Preparing the seedbed — Allow 
new grading to settle before sow­ 
ing grass. If the soil is plowed, 
spaded, or worked to apply phos­ 
phate, water thoroughly or wait 
until after a good rain to sow. Then 
smooth the lawn to proper grade. 
Loosen the soil only I or 2 inches 
for the final sowing. 
Fertilizing — The permanence 
and root growth of a lawn are 
greatly increased if a large amount 
of superphosphate (20 x 35 pounds 
per 1,000 square feet) is well mixed 
with th% top 3 to 4 inches of soil. 
Mix this in thoroughly and deeply. 
After settling, apply 15 to 20 pounds 
per 1,000 square feet of 4-12-8 or 
other fertilizer of similar analysis, 
and rake into the surface I to 2 
inches of soil. Spread evenly. A 
fertilizer spreader is. convenient, 
but it can be done by band. 
Time of Seeding — September is 
the ideal month to seed a lawn. 
Bluegrass is sensitive to hot, dry 
weather, so fall seeding gives the 
most possible growth iii cool weath­ 
er before it must contend with hot 
weather and crabgrass. Early Oc­ 
tober is preferable to spring, es­ 
pecially in southern Ohio. Spring 
seeding should be* as early as pos­ 
sible. If at all possible sow in 
March. 
Rate of Seeding — The ‘‘stand­ 
ard” rate of seeding bluegrass is 
3 pounds per 1,000 square feet. If 
careful seeding methods are used, 
including mulching, this is three or 
four times more seed than is nec­ 
essary or desirable. Fescue re­ 
quires at least half again more 
seed than bluegrass by compar­ 
able seeding methods. 
Seeding — Good seeding meth­ 
ods will produce a good lawn with 
Vz to I pound of seed to 1,000 
square feet. Sow evenly with a 
distributor if one is available. If 
not, sow in strips 4 or 5 feet wide, 
half the seed one way and the 
other half at* right angles, measur­ 
ing out" the amount needed for 
each strip. 
Apply a mulch at once after seed­ 
ing. Perhaps the best mulch is 
Mi of an inch of ground sphagnum 
peat. Peat blows readily. It is best 


to wet it 24 to 48 hours before 
seeding and apply damp. T h e n 
sprinkle it daily, if possible, until 
the grass germinates. Straw in a 
very thin layer (one straw thick) 
is good. Use one 50-pound bale to 
1000 square feet. It is more easily 
applied if cut. Lawn clippings are 
good, if carefully and thinly ap­ 
plied. On terrace slopes, w h i c h 
may wash, stake down cheesecloth 
or other very thin cloth through 
which the grass can sprout and 
which can be left to rot. 
Some sort of mulch is the big­ 
gest single factor in starting a lawn 
under unfavorable conditions. Roll 
as soon as the mulch is applied, 
if the soil is not moist. Then wa­ 
ter and keep the surface moist 
until the seedlings are established. 


Water Softeners 
Used More Often 
Water softeners are becoming 
standard equipment in many mod­ 
ern homes. In hard water areas, 
these units have been found to pay 
for themselves in savings in soap 
and detergents. 
Hie Water Conditioning Founda­ 
tion reports that in a typical area 
where water is moderately hard, 
as much as 1% pounds of soap may 
be destroyed for every IOO gallons 
of water used in bathing, launder­ 
ing and house cleaning. 
When soap is added to hard wa­ 
ter, a certain amount of the soap 
is used up in taking the hardness 
out of fthe water. This is so much 
lost soap as far as washing efffec- 
tiveness is concerned 
An objectionable by-product of 
soap in hard water is the familiar 
soap scum which shows up as a 
ring in the bathtub, a dull film on 
freshly washed silver and glass­ 
ware and a gray cast on laundered 
linen. 
In many communities water soft­ 
eners are rented by the month from 
established service organizations.

A basketball game set that can 
be set up for play indoors or out­ 
doors is being marketed.

Interior bathrooms with no win 
dows are scheduled to be one of 
the main features of homes of to­ 
morrow. 
They can be better ventilated 
than bathrooms with 
windows. 
They can be warmer in winter 
and cooler in summer. They can 
five you a better planned house 
with more outside walls for win­ 
dows and light in the rooms you 
use the most. They open the way 
for a wider range of ideas in re­ 
modeling a house. And, the FHA 
has now approved of them. 
Don’t say you wouldn’t like an 
interior bathroom. A window in 
a bathroom, when die wind is 
blowing toward that window, ven­ 
tilates only through the rest of the 
house. On the other hand, interior 
bathrooms are mechanically ventil. 
ated, drawing air from the house 
and exhausting it out of doors. 
People accept interior bathrooms 
as a matter of course in the most 
modern hotels and office buildings. 
It seems strange that home plan 
Hers have missed the advantages ol 
the idea for so long. 
The development of new build­ 
ing materials and new architectur­ 
al designs make it possible for an 
interior bathroom to have daylight 
even without windows. Plastic sky 
domes and prismatic glass blocks 
for skylights are among the ma­ 
terials. Butterfly roofs and l o w­ 
pitched trussed roofs are among 
the new designs. 
One of the biggest boosts for in­ 
terior bathrooms in the one-story 
house has been the development of 
heat controlling glass blocks for 


skylights. These contain reflective 
prisms, which keep out the heat 
in summer when the sun is high, 
and admit the heat in winter when 
the sun is low in the sky. Filtered 
light is admitted at all times. 
Mechanical ventilation in t h e 
form of blower type exhaust fans, 
now used in many modern exter­ 
ior bathrooms, insures ventilation 
especially through the roof where 
winds can be controlled. 
An interior bathroom can be eas­ 
ier to heat, because it d r a w s 
warmth from the rooms around it. 
The elimination of a window has 
various advantages. In the small 
bathroom, where the tub is inevit­ 
ably under a window, there is a 
draft on the bather. Eliminate the 
window and you have no draft. 
The bathroom window always is 
decorating problem. You might

tile the wall all around tile window, 
but still there is the wooden or 
metal frame vulnerable to damage 
yy water or steam. 
T h e elimination of windows in 
an interior bathroom leaves addi­ 
tional space for shallow built-ins, 
such as medicine cabinets and at­ 
tractive glass shelves. 
Even without a skylight, an in­ 
terior bathroom can be 
bright, 
cheerful and sanitary. Mo d e r n 
lighting fixtures can provide bet­ 
ter illumination than can be ob­ 
tained from a window. They make 
the lack of daylighting unimportant 
because artificial lighting is 
al­ 
ways needed anyway for shaving 
and making up. 
With more tim 200 shades of clay 
tile now available and with bath­ 
room fixtures made in colors to 
match or harmonize with colored 
tiles a wide range of interior dec­ 
oration is possible. Even bathroom 
ceilings can be tiled successfully, 
the same as ceilings in shower 
stalls have been tiled. 


Basic Rules Given 
For Bath Colors 
A few basic rules for selecting 
colors in bathroom tinwork an d 
fixtures have been worked out by 
experience. 
Color experts say that if a bath­ 
room is small, as most of them 
are, the wisest course ii to use the 
same color for both the walls and 
the floor. If you have two or more 
tile colors, you will automatically 
limit your choice of colors for ac­ 
cessories, since they will have to 
go with all the tile shades. 
With a single tile color, on the 
other hand, you can use a num­ 
ber of different shades for acces­ 
sories and still have a satisfactory 
room. The color scheme can be 
changed completely from time to 
time by using towels, shower cur­ 
tains and bath mats in a different 
shade. Such a change of acces 
sories will do as much as an ordin 
ary decorating job to freshen up 
the room. 
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Cutting Shellac 
Shellac is usually sold in 4 or 
5-pound “cut” or strength. To thin 
for proper use, add an e q u a l 
amount of denatured alcohol—not 
anti-freeze,

Tulips, daffodils, hyacinths or 
the Easter lily and most bulb 
plants can have a long future out 
in the garden after their indoor 
blooming period is past. Pro­ 
cedures for replanting vary, of 
course, in different parts of the 


country. Florists can advise how. 
The Easter lily plant is one of 
the easiest to care for while it’s 
still in the house. It requires a 
goodly amount of moisture — a 
watering every day, in factr-but 
it blooms frequently over I long 
period. 
For an Easter gift, theres a 
stunning green plant to which the 
florist has added a 
dramatic 
color note of bright flowers—car­ 
nations, roses, tulips, or orchids. 
These are kept beautifully fresh 
in water tube picks. And they 
look grand against the varied 
greens of plant foliages. 
This is the kind of gift that is 
perfect for an Easter b u f f e t . 
Your florist can execute whatever 


arrangement you have in mind 
and this can also be carried out 
by the florist through whom it 
is wired in a distant city. Flow­ 
ers, in fact, can be telegraphed 
around the world. 
Flowers throughout the house- 
on the dining table and in the 
foyer and in all the other rooms— 
can be embellished at Easter­ 
time with tiny rabbits and chicks.

survey showed the census takers 
that within five months home own­ 
ers had spent 83 billion on repairs, 
improvements, alterations and ad­ 
ditions. 
“A rough estimate for the year/’ 
observed

borhood of 88 billion. The census 
figures apply only to owner-occu­ 
pied residential buildings. Expendi­ 
tures on tenant - occupied buildings 
would probably raise it 50 p e r 
cent.” 
Commenting on the census re­ 
sults, an authoritative trade publi­ 
cation said: ’’Even bigger news 
was that this provided the first 
real statistical basis supporting the 
growing belief that the home re­ 
pair business is as big as — or 
bitter than — the new housing in­ 
dustry.” 
The first evidence of how this 
knowledge is helping the individual 
home owner came from the lumber 
dealers. Launching a nationwide 
campaign to drive out what they 
call “suede shoe” fly-by-nighters 
and “dynamiters,” the lumbermen 
drew up plans to go after modern­ 
ization business. 
Their idea is to provide a cus­ 
tomer with architectural service, 
financing guidance, all materials 
needed and to do the work for him 
—all in one package. 
“The market potential is so 
great,” says H. R. Northup of the 
National Retail Lumber Dealers 
Association, “that a lumber deal­ 
er need not worry about cutting 
out his contractors: the more mo­ 
dernization business he gets, the 
more he creates. The fix-up mar­ 
ket is catching.” 
Many home improvements will 
now be easier to pay for. Under 
the Housing Act of 1954, various 
projects of this type can be fi­ 
nanced with long - term mortgage 
credit under opened mortgages. 
This is an arrangement whereby 
the home owner can reborrow mon­ 
ey he has paid back on a mort* 
gage, extending payments over the 
remaining term of the mortgage. 
Such payments Ire much smaller 
than under short term loans. 
“Title I loans (short term financ­ 
ing) cannot do the job on big 
modernization because repayments 
are too stiff,” says a Kansas mo­ 
dernizer. “But unfortunately, th e 
mortgage lenders I know won't 
permit opened loans because they 
do not know about them or haven’t 
yet had time to catch up with the 
new legislation.” 
However, with nearly 50 o ld 
houses existing for every n e w 
house built each year, it may not 
take long for all branches of in­ 
dustry and commerce to realize 
that people who lack the ready 
cash for major home improve­ 
ments should be given assistance 
in borrowing it 
The do-it-yourself fan finds it 
comparatively simple to buy and 
apply wallpaper, paint, floor cov­ 
erings, wood panels, some mason­ 
ry and details of equipment. But 
few have the time, skill or funds 
for rebuilding or adding a wing. 
That is where constructivehelp 
is needed.

growers. Remove old canes that 
bore fruit last year and shorten 
new fruiting canes produced last 
-year, he advised. 
Patterson said the trend is to 
leave fruiting canes longer than 
formerly because the part of canes 
near the tip is most productive. 
Long canes tend to bend to the 
ground and get fruit dirty, how­ 
ever, unless canes arc supported on 
a trellis. 
Canes 5 feet long are satisfactory 
for vigorous red raspberry plants 
while plants lacking vigor should 
be pruned to a 3-foot length. Re­ 
move small spindly canes, leaving 
only those which are a half inch or 
larger in diameter and from 6 to 
IO inches apart, Patterson advised. 
Canes should be confined to a 12- 
inch hedge row, he added. 


Pans should be rinsed in cold 
water before scalding milk to keep 
the milk from sticking. 


New Doors Warp 
Unless Care Is Used 
Proper care is required to keep 
new doors from warping. Under 
the standard guaranty of the Na­ 
tional Woodwork Manufacturers* 
Association, paneled doors of pon­ 
derosa pine are warranted against 
a warp or twist of more than one- 
quarter-inch upon delivery. 
To maintain that standard, this 
treatment is recommended: (I) 
Store doors only in a dry room— 
never in a new building where 
plaster is wet. (2) Apply a primer 
coat immediately after delivery. 
(3) Never cut a lock mortise deep­ 
er than within one inch from the 
inside edge of a door stile. (4) 
Give the top and bottom edges of 
a door at least two coats of paint 
or varnish immediately after the 
door has been fitted. 


Non-Skid Paint 
Non-skid paint, containing an 
abrasive such as pumice stone, 
can be used to prevent slips on 
steps and cellar stairs. It was de­ 
veloped to prevent crewmen from 
slipping inside military tanks and 
is now widely used in industrial ’ 
plants.

Moisture is one of the worst 
enemies of a house. Often in­ 
visible in the form of vapor, it 
can permeate from all direc­ 
tions and destroy silently and un­ 
noticed. It can cause the best of 
paints to blister and peel. It ckn 
feed the fungus spores of mildew 
and cause lumber to rot. It can 
eat away expensive metal work 
through rust and corrosion. And 
because moisture can cancel the 
value of insulation, the National 
Mineral Wool Association h a s 
compiled this outline of a sur­ 
vey you can make—"23 ways to 
keep your house dry: 
1. Check shingles for broken, 
loose, or missing units. 
2. Look for rust, corrosion, or 
displacement of flashing around 
chimney, vent pipes, in roof val­ 
leys and at junctions of roofs and 
walls. 
3. Keep gutters clean of debris 
and leases. See that they are 
properly connected to downspouts 
with a strainer over connection. 


FISHERMEN! 


Cover gutters with ^4-inch hard­ 
ware cloth if near trees. 
4. Have downspouts drain into 
sewers, dry wells or on splash 
blocks to direct water away from 
the foundation. Are they of ade­ 
quate size? 
5. Examine eaves for signs of 
leaks, blistered paint, need for 
flashing under shingles to guard 
against ice dams. 
6. Examine chimney cap, flue 
lining and brickwork for a n y 
cracks. Watch soot deposit. 
7. See that skylights and other 
roof openings are tight. Check for 
leaks, loose putty, cracked or 
broken glass, flashing, or paint 
failures. 
8. Check walls of brick for 
flashing and calking around open­ 
ings. Check stucco for cracks, 
discoloration, or wet streaks aft­ 
er rain. Watch wood for paint 
blistering, moisture .content of 
bottom sidings, need for calking 
and paint around openings, ex­ 
posed nailheads. 
9. Check windows on putty, 
paint, f l a s h i n g , calking and 
weather-stripping, storm sash ex­ 
cessive sweating. Also for drip 
grooves under window sills. 
10. Check under house crawl 
spaces for ventilation and vapor 
barrier over soil. 
11. Concrete slab — Is floor iso­ 
lated from foundation by a bi­ 
tuminous joint? Place a rubber 
mat on floor to see if moisture 
collects under it. A dehumidifier 
may be needed in summer. 
12. Basement floor—check with 
rubber mat, look for signs of 
f l o o d e d basement, eliminate 
moisture sources. 
13. Foundations and basement 
walls — In most soils, walls be­ 
low grade should be w a t e r - 
proofed. Check for and repair 
any leaks or cracks. 
14. Window wells — Areaway 
walls should be of watertight ma­ 


terials. Bottoms of areaways 
should drain quickly. G r o u n d 
should slope away from win­ 
dows. 
15. Capping over foundation 
walls — rustproof termite shields 
are most effective. Sill and out- 
side sheathing and siding should 
be isolated from masonry. 
16. Grading — Ground should 
slope away from house in all di­ 
rections. Trees and shrubs too 
near the house add to moisture 
hazards. 
17. Inside house — Check bath­ 
rooms for efficient ventilation. 
See that tile around tub or show­ 
er is water tight and properly 
calked. 
18. In kitchen, is there a ven­ 
tilating fan? Cooking an average 
dinner adds 2.7 pounds of water 
to the air. 
19. Does laundry have a ven­ 
tilating fan? Are appliances, such 
as dryers, vented to outdoors? 
20. Windows indoors -- check 
for stained wall paper b e l o w. 
Check for signs of sweating, 
loose putty, worn paint 
21. Humidifiers on h e a t i n g 
plants or portable space heaters 
should be discontinued if indoor 
humidity is above 40 per cent 
when outdoor temperature is 
above 10F. 
22. Attic must be ventilated. 
Check size and location of lou­ 
vers. Every 300 square feet of 
attic floor under a gable roof 
calls for I square foot of free in­ 
let and I square foot of free out­ 
let of air. 
23. Double check basement and 
other areas beneath living quar­ 
ters for leaks, humidity, l e v e l , 
ventilation, summer condensa­ 
tion, mildew and unvented ap­ 
pliances.

They 
do not create a good structure; 
they can help to maintain it. So 
far, they cannot be used profitably 
on established grass. In seeding a 
new lawn, work the soil to a good 
seedbed, then add and mix in the 
conditioner. 
5. Grow green manure crops?— 
Sometimes recommended, a green 
manure crop usually takes to o 
long for the results obtained, un­ 
less the area is not yet actually 
a lawn. 
On the farm the best way to 
build up the organic m atter con­ 
tent of poor soils is to grow grass 
on them. Strange as it may seem, 
a good way to a better lawn is to 
grow as good a lawn as possible! 
If this "best” is poor enough to 
need tearing up and reseeding lat- 
er, keep the surface layer at the 
surface!

Improve the drainage? — 
Good surface drainage, so t h a t 
water does not stand on the lawn, 
is essential.

Heal Will Soften 
Window Pane Putty 
To replace window panes, it Is 
necessary to remove every trace 
of old putty so the new putty will 
stick. Sometimes this is difficult 
without damaging the wood sur­ 
face. 
One way to do it is to heat the 
old putty to soften it. New tank 
type propane blow torches, throw­ 
ing a fine pencil flame, are handy 
for this job.

You, too, can be a hero in your 
nursery for about $100 in mater­ 
ials, about 250 working hours, six 
cases of skinned knuckles, e i g h t 
assorted contusions, a dozen Mon­ 
day mornings when you feel more 
like going to an osteopah than 
your own office and 843 reminders 
from your wife that, after all, even 
a professional master carpenter 
takes some time for his family 
and if you think she's going to 
keep dinner waiting every single 
Saturday and Sunday night, you’ve 
got another . . .

These are the hardships but don’t 
let them faze you. The rewards 
are great. A playhouse is better 
than a playroom in the m a i n 
house (see how grand you begin 
to sound!).

Police Chemist Blames 
Crimes On Drinking 
CHICAGO — Stabbings, assaults 
! and

of concealed 
weapons are “definitely crimes of 
alcoholic influence ” a study spon­ 
sored by the American Business 
Men’s Research Foundation shows. 
The study was reported by Lloyd 
M. Shupe, police chemist at Co­ 
lumbus, Ohio, who tested 882 ar­ 
rested persons for intoxication. 
Persons arrested f o r stabbings 
were ll to I under the influence of 
alcohol; for assaults, IO to I under 
the influence, and f o r carrying 
concealed weapons, 8 to I. 
“Of these who were caught in 
the city of Columbus, during the 
past two years, during or immedi­ 
ately after t h e commission of a 
crime, 64 per cent were under the 
influence of alcohol to such an ex­ 
tent that their inhibitions were re­ 
duced.” Shupe said.

But in most parts of 
the country, asphalt shingles prove 
to be the most expedient — so 
much so .hat in recent years they 
have monopolized more than 80 per 
cent of the market. 
The style of a roof is a factor 
insofar as pitch or slope is con 
cerned. A flat roof calls for built 
up roofing—something that water 
will not back up under and which 
the wind will not be likely to rip 
off. Also, the steeper the pitch of 
a roof, the bigger the roof area 
and the more roofing material is 
required. This lends further impor 
tance to economy. 
M o s t homes and farm struc­ 
tures today have roofs of one of 
five styles — gable, hip, shed, goth­ 
ic, or gambrel. The gable roof, with 
two sloping sides that meet at the 
| | top to form a ridge, is the kine 
^ . j uied most frequently. It originated 
northern climates to provide for 
; shedding heavy loads of snow. It 
was kept in milder climates be­ 
cause of its ease of construction 
J;J|and maintenance. 
It p r o v i d e s generous attic 
space. If this space is used for 
rooms, dormer windows can be cut 
into the roof surface. 
The hip roof also is popular on 
houses, primarily for appearance 
It tends to give a house a lower 
look and so it is often used for 
modern architectural designs. 
However, it is more diffifcult to 
ventilate than a gable roof, pro­ 
viding no places for conventional 
louvers, such as those used in ga­ 
ble ends. Some hip roofs have been 
equipped with ventilating cupolas 
others with ventilating slits that 
are no more conspicuous than 
raised shingle, here and there. 
Hip roofs, however, can some­ 
times present problems for the use 
of attic fans. 
The shed roof has become 
favorite of modern home archi­ 
tects. As its name indicates, it is 
the type used on a shed, sloping 
in one direction. T h e butterfly 
roof is a variation, comprising two 
shed roofs sloping toward each 
other in the center, where drain­ 
age is provided. 
Most shed roofs provide v e r y 
little space f o r insulation a n d 
ventilation. When their pitch is too 
low, approaching a flat roof in ap­ 
pearance, the use of shingles may 
be prohibited. In the past, the use 
of economical asphalt shingles on 
pitches of less than 4 inches per 
foot was not recommended. 
Recently, however, new tech­ 
niques involving the use of r o l l 
roofing on a flat deck under the 
asphalt shingles, and careful ce­ 
menting down of all shingle tabs, 
has made the use of asphalt shin­ 
gles acceptable on pitches as low 
as 2 indies per foot. 
Gothic and gambrel roofs are 
used mainly for tarns. Both of 
these types provides generous stor­ 
age space for hay. The penchant in 
some sections like New England, 


for converting old tarns i n t o 
new homes, has given gothic and 
gambrel rooms a toe-hold in house 
architecture where families prefer 
the red tam style with white trim. 
This same color consciousness 
can have a bearing on your choice 
of roofing material, too. It is such 
an important factor that manufac­ 
turers of asphalt shingles produce 
this material now in about every 
color of the rainbow and a few 
more. 
And there can be more to col­ 
or than mere choice. Since light 
colors reflect heat rays, while dark 
colors absorb them, sticklers for 
maximum insulation take this into 
consideration in selecting t h e i r 
roofing.

Convert Drab Room 
Wallpaper Will Provide 
Easy Decorating Tricks 


Simple tricks that you can do 
yourself with a few rolls of wall­ 
paper can make a drab room 
or an old piece of furniture dis­ 
tinctive and eye-catching. 
If you have a dark comer, a 
gayly figured wallpaper that har­ 
monizes or contrasts with the rest 
of the room coloring can go far in 
creating a dining corner or a smart 
setting for television or a favorite 
furniture piece. 


IT CAN BE FUN, but t h i s 
method is not recommended. 


Bright patterned wallpaper can 
do a lot for a dingy closet. Such 
is a place where you can use lav 
ishly and vividly colored paper 
that you would hesitate to use in 
more conspicuous place. T h e 
same can be true of a bathroom. 
Out-of-the-ordinary patterns a d d 
decorator touches in these spots. 
Screens are now often used as 
important parts of the decorative 
scheme. Patterned wallpaper that 
contrasts with the rest of the room 
can make a screen an accent piece. 
Or if a screen is to be used as a

Regular wallpaper paste, or plain 
glue will hold the paper perma­ 
nently in place. After it is well 
dried, shellac it for a finished look 
and for durability. 
Unfinished furniture lends it­ 
self especially to this wallpaper 
trick. The insides of a china cabi­ 
net or a bookcase provide hand­ 
some backgrounds for your china 
or bric-a-brac when lined with 
wallpaper. 
Left - over scraps of wallpaper 
can be used in various ways. As 
covering for hat boxes and shoe 
boxes they add cheer to any clos­ 
e t When pasted over round oat­ 
meal boxes, these colorful designs 
make hat stands for women's hats, 
supporting them to keep veiling 
and other trimming unwrinkled.

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Study Revises 
Window Rules 


More Space Needed 
For Ideal Results 


Bow much window space would 
you allow for each room in plann­ 
ing or modernizing a home? 
Most building codes accept not 
less than IO per cent of the area 
of a room as the area for win­ 
dows. But research shows t Ji a t 
glass areas should be more than 
double that amount for p r o p e r 
lighting. 
Because windows can affect your 
comfort both physically and psy 
etiologically, the University of Ill­ 
inois Small Homes Council h a s 
worked out a set of new rules to 
be applied to windows in an ideal 
house. 
“ Provide glass areas in excess 
of 20 per cent of the floor area 
of each room/* That is the first 
rule. And the experts suggest that 
much more is desirable, especial­ 
ly for cloudy days. 
“ Place the principal w i n d o w 
areas toward the south except in 
warm climates where a northern 
orientation will limit heat from 
the sun.” This rule is based on 
the fact that the south sky is the 
brightest. Direct sunlight can also 
be controlled easier on the south 
than on the east and west. 
“ Windows in more than one wall 
of a room give more effective day- 
lighting than windows in just one 
wall.*’ Also one large window pro­ 
vides a better distribution of light 
than the same amount of space 
devoted to separate windows with 
dark areas between^them. 
Extending window heights as 
close to the ceiling as 
possible 
lengthens the depth of light pene­ 
tration into a room. 
Draperies, curtains and o t h e r 
window hangings should be placed 
above the head of a window and 
to the sides of the frame to free 
the entire glass area for light. 
“ Dark, heavy draperies hung over 
the sides and top of a window can 
reduce the available daylight by 
75 per cent,** the experts found. 
“ The practice of pulling window 
shades one-fourth or one-half way 
down results in loss of light in 
the rear of the room where it is 
needed the most.'* 
When it comes to ventiliation, 
the research showed that lh o r e 
than IO per cent of the floor area 
of a room should be matched with 
windows that open. 
“Screen only those parts of the 
window that open for ventilation,” 
the council advises. “ Full screens 
can absorb as much as 50 per 
cent of available daylight. H a I f- 
screens take up only 15 per cent.” 


Old Stairways Can Be Improved 


PONDEROUS old stairways, such as this one shown at the left, quickly betray the age of house. 
Yet an economical alteration can transform this corner of a living room or foyer into a detail of 
charm. The ornamental wrought iron railing shown at the right, the smart louvered door for the 
closet, and % planting box on the landing provide a cheerful lift.

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STUFFY and ugly features of a century ago can be removed from a stairway such as this one at 
the left and a smart note can be added to the living room. Three wood dowels and a combination 
storage cabinet and planter box take the place of the antiquated balustrade.

New Insecticides To Help 
Improve Home Gardening 


By T. H. PARKS 
Extension Entomolgist, OSU, 
A good garden does not just hap­ 
pen. It is the result of careful 
planning. Insect pests can upset 
the best plans and always need to 
be considered. 
The development of new a n d 
b e t t e r insecticides should stim­ 
ulate interest in better care of the 
home garden. The proper selection 
and use of these insecticides should 
enable the home gardener to pro-

Dust applications of insecticides 
are stressed because they are ap­ 
plied easily and are well adapted 
to the small garden. 
Avoid damage as much as pos­ 
sible by: Apply insecticides when 
necessary and in time to save the 
plant from damage. H e r e are 
some good rules to follow: 
1. Plant disease-resistant varie­ 
ties (tomato, cabbage, sweet corn) 
and disease • free seed (potato, 
bean) which reduce the chances of 
spread of diseases to healthy plants 
by insects. 
2. Keep grassy or weedy bor­ 
ders mowed to discourage stalk 
borers, flea-beetles, and grasshop­ 
pers. 
3. Dust or spray the foliage with 
the proper insecticides as soon as 
the first evidence of injurious in­ 
sects is detected. 
The chief dusts needed for home 
gardens are: Kotenone for Mexi­ 
can bean beetle and striped cu­ 
cumber beetle, DDT for’ cabbage 
worms, potato beetles, blister bee­ 
tles, fleabeetles, corn earworms, 
com borers; leafhoppers on pota­ 
toes, peppers, beans and beets; for 
leafhoppers, caterpillars, t h r i p s , 
and beetles on flowers. It usually 
is desirable to combine rotenone 
and DDT for use on beans or al­ 
ternate the application of these two 
insecticides to control Mexican 
bean beetles along with bean leaf­ 
hoppers. 
The formulas given above will 
enable the gardener to select the 
proper material. So-called “ a 11- 
purpose” sprays or dusts are gain­ 
ing popularity and are well-suited 
for use on roses and other orna­ 
mentals where mofe than one pest 
may be present. 
Two ounces of dilute dust are 
enough to apply to each 50-foot row 
of bush beans, comprising about 
200 plants. Four applications will 
protect against the most severe in­ 
festation of bean insects. 
Insecticides should be applied as 
often as needed to give protection. 
DO NOT waste insecticides by us­ 
ing more than needed. 
Plants not likely to need any in­ 
secticide are: Carrots, celery, corn 
(mid-season maturing), lettuce, on­ 
ions, parsnips, peas, radishes, rhu­ 
barb, and spinach. 
A good plunger-type duster is the 
best tool for applying insecticides 
to small gardens. This should be

Insects injure plants in the fol­ 
lowing ways: 
1. Cut off stems, or devour por­ 
tions of the leaves— for example, 
cutworms, b e e t l e s , caterpillars, 
grasshoppers. 
2. Suck the sap from the leaves 
and stems — for example, plant 
lice, leafhoppers, squash bugs. 
3. Transmit disease organisms to 
plants — for example, leafhoppers, 
cucumber beetles, aphids. 
4. Bore within the stem — for 
example, stalk and vine borers.

Pegboard Lining 
Helps Closet Use 


The efficiency of a storage closet 
can be increased from 50 to IOO 
per cent by lining the walls with 
pegboard, perforated hardboard 
Mounting such panels on furring 
strips places them out from the 
wall a fraction of an inch to ac­ 
commodate various metal hooks 
and fixtures. 
A new fixture is the c l o s e t 
tree. This comprises a vertical me­ 
tal pole reaching from floor to 
ceiling with adjustable side arms 
extending out toward the walls. It 
makes the hanging of garments 
easy for children as well as adults. 
The height of the arms can 
be changed at 3-inch intervals with 
a screwdriver.

Permanent Awnings 
Will Cut Temperature 
Installation of permanent awn­ 
ings will keep any home 5 to IO 
degrees cooler on hot fc u rn rn e r 
days. 
Construction of awnings is a good 
workshop project. 
Each should have a s i m p l e 
frame-work of I by 2-inch dressed 
lumber, with cross-pieces 16 inches 
apart. It should be covered with a 
building panel that will last as long 
as the house. Recommended is 
m a s o n i t e tempered presdwood, 
3-16” thick. The material w i t h- 
stands any weather, including hail. 
The panels may form a solid cov­ 
er over the framework, or they 
may be cut into strips four to six 
inches wide and nailed to t h e 
framework with a small space be­ 
tween. 
If strips are used, use pieces of 
tempered presdwood of the same 
width under the framing too, spac­ 
ing them to cover the openings 
above in the slanting portion of the 
awning. This gives protection from 
sun and rain but also provides ven­ 
tilation. 
Finish the awnings with a good 
primer and two finish coats of the 
same brand paint. Use of different 
colors on alternating strips of the 
tempered presdwood will give a 
pleasing effect.

Procedures Given To 
Achieve Satisfactory 
Job With Garwood 


Laying a hardwood floor is one 
of the few phases of home modern­ 
ization that has not been stressed 
as a do-it-yourself project. The rea­ 
son is that expertly laid hardwood 
floors have been compared w i t h 
fine furniture in workmanship. Both 
call for the hand of a master. 
But that doesn't mean that the 
householder who pays the b i l l 
should not know what he is pay­ 
ing for by knowing how a quality 
floor is laid. And when a man is 
experienced in woodworking, the 
laying of a hardwood floor is a 
challenge he will accept. 
An authority in the National Oak 
Flooring Manufacturers’ Associa­ 
tion puts it this way: 
“A fellow who is adept at work­ 
ing with wood can lay a hardwood 
strip foor with entirely satisfactory 
results, provided he studies the ap­ 
proved procedures in advance and 
follows them carefully. 
Since the job does require skill, 
however, it is not recommended 
for the novice. 
Nor is even an advanced ama­ 
teur advised to undertake a large 
scale installation, such as laying 
hardwood floors throughout an en­ 
tire house.” 
Now that there’s a lot of talk 
about styles changing and t h a t 
women are talking about polished 
floors instead of complete carpet­ 
ing, you might want to know how 
strip flooring is laid, whether you 
swing the hammer or pay a man 
to do it. 
Most strip flooring nowadays is 
tongued and grooved at sides and 
ends so that the pieces join snugly 
to form a strong, solid unit. This 
material, whether it is oak, hard 
maple, birch, beech or pecan, 
comes in random lengths and in 
widths from 1% to 3V« inches. 
The 2V4*inch size is used most 
extensively. Uniform widths a r e 
customarily used, although unus­ 
ually distinctive results can be 
achieved by using mixed widths. 
The material is available in sev­ 
eral thicknesses. Your lumber deal­ 
er probably will recommend the 
25-32-inch thickness, since that is 
the size used mostly in new con­ 
struction. Thinner sizes can be used 
over old finish floors. 
There is a choice of several I 
grades, both in unfinished stock i 
and in the prefinished variety. Pre­ 
finished 
flooring 
is 
completely I 
treated at the mill, even to the; 
waxing and polishing. It is ready 
for service as soon as it is laid, j 
Unfinished flooring, of c o u r s e , 
calls for sanding and finishing aft-, 
er installation. 
In unfinished oak, for example, 
you may select from among three 
grades of quarter-sawed s t o c k 
and four grades of plain-sawed. 
Then there are three grades of 
prefinished oak. The lower grades 
cost less and are more than ade­ 
quate in durability and all-around 
service, but the higher grades are 
more uniform in grain pattern and 
other natural appearances. 
Sound subflooring beneath strip 
hardwood flooring is a must for a 
top quality job. Conventional joist 
construction found in attics and 
throughout most houses calls for 
a subfloor of a good grade of lum­ 
ber. The boards should be about 
an inch thick and not more than 
6 inches vide. 
Wider boards are Subject to ex­ 
cessive expansion and contraction. 
Square-edged rather than tongue 
and grooved boards are preferred, 
since snug joining is avoided in! 
subflooring. 
The boards should be spaced 
about %-inch apart and face-nailed 
solidly at every bearing point with 
two tenpenny nails. Plenty of nail­ 
ing is of paramount importance to | 
avoid floor squeaks. 
For maximum firmness of a sub-! 
floor, arrange all beards so that* 
joints always rest on b e a r i n g 
points. No board ends are allowed 
to hang between joists. 
In the best subflooring, boards 
are laid diagonally. This not onlys 
adds bracing strength to the build­ 
ing, but permits laying the strip! 
flooring either lengthwise or cross­ 
wise in a room. 
In a rectangular room, the finish 
flooring generally presents 
the 
most attractive appearance when 
it runs irt the direction of the long­ 
est dimension. 
The laying of a hardwood floor 
Should be delayed until other con­ 
struction work is 
finished. 
A11 
plumbing, electrical wiring, plas­ 
tering and painting must first be 
completed. In this way the floor 
will be protected from marring. 
Also the hardwood will be guarded 
against excessive expansion and 
contraction because of wet plaster. 
An excellent precaution is to 
have hardwood flooring delivered 
at least four or five days before 
it is to be laid. In cold or damp 
weather maintain a temperature 
of about TO degrees in the room 
and pile the flooring there loosely. 
This will condition the wood so 
that its moisture content will be 
adjusted to that prevailing in the 
room. 
If possible, arrange for delivery 
of your hardwood on a dry day. 
If that is not practicable, #at least 
make sure that it is well covered 
from the time it leaves the ware­ 
house until it is placed in the room.

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Colors Factor 
In Remodeling 


Guide Given For This 
Household Essential 


Good color is as important to a 
remodeled house as it is to a new 
house. 
“ Real modernization of a house 
without an attractive Job of color 
styling the exterior is impossible,'* 
says Beatrice West, color consul­ 
tant to professional builders. “The 
planned use of color is an essen­ 
tial part of all home design to­ 
day,” she says. 
Here is Miss West’s basic color 
guide for the two main exterior 
areas of a house—the roof and 
sidewalls: 
“The roof is generally the largest 
unbroken area visible. The color is 
the key to colors you may use 
elsewhere on the house. You have a 
wide range of selection in modern 
asphalt shingles. But make that se­ 
lection with care. Be sure your lik­ 
ing for the roof color will last as 
long as the roof itself. A house 
may need painting every four or 
five years, but its roof is expected 
to last 15 to 20 years. 
"A light, bright roof will make 


a house appear taller than it really 
Is. A dark roof makes a house 
seem shorter. Use light - colorec 
roofs on one-story houses, darker 
roofs on two-story or three-story 
houses. 
"Sidewalls should be colored to 
harmonize with the roof. If the roo:' 
is light in color, keep the sidewalls 
light. If the roof is medium to dark 
in color, the wall may be in those 
ranges. 
"In general, contrasts between a 
roof and siding should be subtle 
To give a house bigness, choose a 
light, bright asphalt roof and bright 
siding. To make a big house ap­ 
pear smaller, use subdued colors. 
"Choose siding with horizontal 
lines to make a house lobk longer. 
Vertical siding lines add to the ap­ 
pearance of height. 
"Paint gable ends on s m a l l 
houses to match the sidewall color. 
Don’t use many different siding 
materials on one house. A combina­ 
tion of colors^ patterns and tex­ 
tures can be unpleasant. Don’t try 
to achieve glamour with brick and 
stone on the same house. Use one 
or the other.”

Most Cellar Water 
Comes From Roof 
More cellar dampness is caused 
by roof water than by underground 
water sources. Tests have shown 
that in most cases the ground wa­ 
ter level is well below a cellar 
floor. 
Cellar walls can normally keep 
out the amount of rain water that 
falls on the ground next to the 
foundation. 
But when the greatly increased 
firainage of a roof is allowed to 
seep into the small areas next to 
house, cellar walls are subjected 
to a task for which they were not 
designed. 


When the most attractive house 
on the Mock burned to the 
ground, residents in trim little 
neighboring homes weren’t sur­ 
prised. They’d been expecting it. 
Years ago Jonesey had turned 
his basement into a workshop, 
filled it with stores of paint and 
a clutter of old furniture and 
junk picked up at auction sales.

Rags containing paint or lin­ 
seed oil or almost any vegetable 
or fish oil are subject to spon­ 
taneous heating under certain 
conditions. You’re w i s e if you 
keep these in covered m e t a l 
cans, or destroy them. 
FHA Figures Show Ohio 
Home Modernization Booms 


The record rate of home moder­ 
nization in Ohio is graphically il­ 
lustrated by Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration figures indicating that 
the agency insured 93,544 property 
improvement loans for residents of 
this state in 1954» 
Most of the FHA-insured loans in 
Ohio, totaling $52,290,000 or an av­ 
erage of about $560 each, went into 
kitchen and laundry improvements 
and replacement of major appl! 
ances and heating equipment. 
In a d d i t i o n to government- 
backed financing for this purpose, 
householders here are taking ad­ 
vantage of the facilities of finance 
companies, c o n s u m e r credit 
houses, commercial banks, various 
improvement companies w h i c h 
handle the financing of jobs they 
perform for homeowners, and re­ 
tail dealers in household equip­ 
ment who handle financing on their 
own or through discount arrange­ 
ments with lenders. 
The trend toward modernization 
of existing houses is particularly 
marked in the demand for g a s 
ranges. Last year—and for t h e 
eighth year in a row—the nation's 
principal range makers reported 
production of more than 2,000,000 
units. A large part of this demand 
came from the home improvement 
market, According to representa­ 
tives of the Gas Appliance Manu­ 
facturers Association. 


“ The kitchen and home laundry 
are the main targets of the nation­ 
wide war on obsolescence, and the 
gas range, water heater, comfort 
heating, refrigerator, and clothes 
dryer industries are ‘tailoring their 
products to meet the requirements 
of the American kitchen revolu­ 
tion,” GAMA said. 
The trade group posited out that 
continuing expansion of the cross­ 
country natural gas pipeline sys­ 
tem has been a leading factor in 
stimulating home improvement. 
The gas industry, for example, 
has been spending at the rate of 
more than $1 billion annually to 
bring new or additional supplies of 
the {pel to domestic users. In ad­ 
dition, GAMA said, the liquefied 
petroleum gas industry, which dis­ 
penses the fuel in bottles or tanks 
for rural users, has been making 
rapid strides in the state. 


Fertilizers Urged 
For Thickening Lawn 
COLUMBUS — “ Why do some 
people try to fertilize their lawns 
with grass seed?” a witty garden­ 
er recently asked Victor H. Ries, 
Ohio State University extension 
floriculturist. 
Ries admitted he couldn’t explain 
it because he has preached that 
commercial fertilizer is better than 
grass seed to thicken established 
lawns. 
Ries advises March applications 
of 2 to 4 pounds per IOO square 
feet of a 4-12-8, 5-10-5, 5-10-10, 4-12-4, 
6-10-4 or 10-6-4 fertilizer. 
Farmers who have 10-10-10 or 
12-12-12 fertilizer may use this on 
lawns, but they should use only 
I to 2 pounds per IOO square feet. 
Larger amounts of these grades 


of fertilizer may cause "burning” 
on lawns. 
Fertilizing lawns and mowing no 
closer than 1% to 2 inches helps 
control weeds because the grass 
stand becomes denser and out­ 
grows weeds.

Mexico has reacted to the do-it- 
youself hobby with an indifferent 
•‘Why?** 
Labor is so cheap that Mexi­ 
cans who can afford a hobby pre­ 
fer one with more prestige and 
glamour. 
“We don’t even stock the do­ 
ityourself gadgets,'* says J a c k 
Ruddy of Salinas y Rocha, Mex­ 
ico’s largest department s t o r e 
chain. “The hobby just doesn’t 
click down here.’* 
For centums the lowery classes 
out of pure necessity have been 
“doing-it-themselves” — building 
adobe homes, making their own 
simple furniture, even weaving 


group have just pulled themselves siders. So that means a lawn and 


cloth for their clothes and mold­ 
ing pottery for kitchen needs. They 
still do. 


THE MIDDLE class, which has 
made do-it-yourself a 
six^billion- 
dollar-a-year business in the Unit­ 
ed States, is comparatively small 
in Mexico. 
And Mexico’s middle c l a s s 
shuns the hobby for several rea­ 
sons. For one thing, many of this 


out of the lower bracket, and do­ 
ing manual labor could mean loss 
of face.

He has a small home in the 
suburbs which hfc is paying for on 
the installment plan. The install­ 
ments take up a sizeable chunk 
of his pay. But he’s a proud home­ 
owner and wants an attractive 
place. 
He wants it to look nice to out­

Try This Home Project 
For Making Dutch Door 


ESSENTIAL STEFS Sn converting a stock pine paneled door into 
a popular Dutch door. Small sketch at the left shows how the fin­ 
ished Dutch door looks and works. It is made front a stock door 
identified at any well supplied lumber yard as No. N.D.612, the 
designation of the U.S. Dept. of Commerce commercial standard 
CS120-48, “Standard Stock Ponderosa Pine Doors.’* You can order 
from that number. 


A Dutch door has many advan­ 
tages as well as time - tested pop­ 
ularity. With top and bottom sec­ 
tions swinging independently, the 
upper part of the door can stand 
open while the lower section is 
locked. This can be a safeguard 
for children and pets and makes 
the door practicable indoors as 
well as for entrance use. 
A Dutch door can fill a real 
purpose between a kitchen and din­ 
ing area, or as a door to a child’s 
room. 
Almost any stock pine paneled 
door, new or old, can be made 
into a Dutch door, but it must 
be of the design with a thick sec­ 
tion crosswise through the middle. 
Here's how you can do it: 
1. Decide on a cutting line 
though the middle rati — the thick 
section. If possible, locate t h i s 
line slightly above the exact mid­ 
dle of the door. 
2. Attach two hinges above the 
selected cutting line and two be­ 
low it If the door has been in 
use before, the top and bottom 
hinges may be left in place, pro­ 
viding you can find two n ew 
hinges that exactly match the old 
ones. If matching hinges can’t be 
obtained, four brand new hinges 
hinges will give a better looking 
job and a better hanging door. 
3. Saw the door apart along the 
chosen line. 
4. Plan about l-16th - inch from 
the bottom of the top section for 
clearance. If the door is to be 
used as an exterior door, slightly 
more planing may be necessary

For Portable Heater 
Portable electric heaters are be­ 
coming so popular in supplement­ 
ing heat for extra rooms that over­ 
loads are being placed .on many 
house circuits. 
The current consumption of port­ 
able electric heaters ranges from 
250 watts for a single heat lamp, 
to 1,650 watts for larger r o o m 
heating units. 
If a large capacity electric heatr 
er is plugged into a single 15- 
ampere circuit, common in most 
homes, no other appliance can be 
connected without blowing a fuse 
or tripping a circuit breaker. 
According to one of the largest 
wire 
manufacturers, 
Kennecott 
Copper Corp., about 34 m i l l i o n 
homes have the minimum IS-amp- 
ere circuits. Wiring authorities con­ 
sider this inadequate to h a n d l e 
many of the new electric appli­ 
ances now on the market. They 
recommend that such houses be 
rewired with 20-ampere circuits, 
allowing up to 2,400 watts per cir­ 
cuit
